Court Says American Firm Can’t 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, June 11.—Supreme 
Court Justice William T. Collins de- 
cided today “it would be an impo- 
sition upon the cheese-purchasing 
public” to permit an American con- 
cern to sell its product as genuine 
Roquefort cheese. 

The original Roquefort cheese, 
the judge said, is made in France 
from sheep’s milk and “ripened in 
certain caves where special condi- 
ticns exist for the ripening and 
curing thereof and where there are 
also present certain natural bacilli 
of fermentation.” Accordingly the 
court granted the request of the 
Societe Anonyme des Caves et des 
Producteurs Reunis de et Roquefort 
against the Mod-Urn Cheese Pack- 
ing Co., Inc., forbidding it to mar- 
ket its product as genuine Roque- 
fort. 


“THE DULLEST OF THEM ALL” 


Ex-Senator Watson’s Comment 

After 60 Years of Conventions.

CLEVELAND, June 11.—Former 
United States Senator James E. 
Watson of Indiana, who says he has 
attended more national conventions 
than any man now living, and was 
a power in most of them until this 
year, described the Republican 
convention here last night as “the 
dullest of them all.” 

“I have been coming to these con- 
ventions for 60 years, starting when 
as a boy of 11 years my father took 
me to that in Cincinnati in 1876,” 
Watson said. “This is the darndest 
one I ever saw and the dullest, It’s 
because it is apparently a runaway 
for Gov. Landon. There is nothing 
to fight over. That always makes 
a difference.”

LONDON, June 11—James H. 
Thomas, the former Colonial Sec- 
retary, who was forced from the 
British Cabinet by the “budget 
leak” scandal, announced his resig- 
nation from Parliament in a dra- 
matic scene in the House of Com- 
mons today. 

Sir Alfred Butt, weaithy racing 
enthusiast, who, a judicial tribunal 
decided, obtained official secrets 
from Thomas and used them for 
private gain, also gave notice he 
was quitting his Commons seat. 

Reading slowly from a carefully 
prepared statement, Thomas stood 
at the bench usually occupied by 
the American-born Lady Astor and 
announced: 

“I intend to resign my seat imme- 
diately.” 

Thomas’ hands trembled as he 
spoke. He seemeu almost on the 
verge of tears. 

Makes Fifth Denial. 

For the fifth time he denied he 
wilfully had disclosed any secret of 
the Government budget. 

“IT say this to the House,” said 
Thomas, “regardless of any report, 
I never consciously gave away a 
budget secret.” 

His face was flushed and his 
eyes were brimming with tears as 
he concluded his six-minute state- 
ment: 

“I would only say that no word 
of debate here can wound me more 
than I feel wounded.” 

His voice had dropped to a whis- 
per. 

“Nothing can ever be said that 
can humiliate me more than I have 
been humiliated,” he added. 

Then, alluding to Mrs. Thomas, 
he said: “But I can at least go to 
one who has shared all my trials 
and. all my troubles and who still 
believes in me in this, the darkest 
hour of my life.” 


In Painful Silence. 


The former cabinet minister 
made his brief statement in a si- 
lence which was painful. Not a 
single member of the House stirred 
as he spoke. 

Thomas completed what he had 
to say, then sat down. Still there 
was no sound. 

Quietly, Thomas then rose from 
his seat and walked slov''y to the 
well of the House. He turned sol- 
emnly to the Speaker and bowed 
low. 

Then he left the chamber, closing 
the doors on his 26 years of parlia- 
mentary service. 


Afterward Sir Alfred announced 
his resignation. 


Sir Alfred likewise left the Cham- 
ber after declaring: ‘I am the vic- 
tim of a grave injustice.

SYRACUSE, N. Y., June 11— 
Police swung night sticks last 


night, arrested four men and broke 
up an attack on seven workers who 
left the Remington Rand factory, 
where a strike has been in progress. 
The police were hooted by several 
hundred persons. Many in the 
crowd wore badges bearing the 
word “picket.” 

The seven men, who police said 
were millwrights working in the 
plant, left the factory swiftly at the 
end of a day marked by noisy 
demonstrations but no serious out- 
breaks. 

They walked along streets in the 
main business section of the city 
followed by mounted police, motor- 
cycle patrolmen, regular officers 
and a crowd of persons who shout- 
er “Get ’em, sock ’em.” 

When the seven neared a hotel, 
the scene of a street fight Tuesday, 
the crowd broke and ran through 
the police guard. Several men 
began fighting. 

The melee occurred in front of 
the hotel where the State Grand 
Army of the Republic is holding its 
annual encampment. Several of the 
old soldiers scurriéd to cover. 

Union leaders in the strike of 
4,000 workers in six plants of Rem- 
ington Rand disputed a statement 
by company officers announcing a 
settlement. 

“We have only begun to fight,” the 
union officers said. They asserted 
only a few workers had returned 
to the reopened plants in _ Ilion, 
Syracuse and Tonawanda. 

James H. Rand, president of the 
company, announced 1,411 em- 
ployes had returned to their jobs 
with the reopening of two Ilion 
plants. Rand said more than 50 per 
cent of the workers had gone back 
to work at the Tonawanda plant 
and all employes had returned to 
their jobs at the Marietta (O.), 
plant.

Digest of Platform Dratt: 
Sound Money Without Gold Pledge,

CLEVELAND, June 11.—The Re- 
publican platform, as it neared 
completion in subcommittee today, 
called for a “sound currency to be 
preserved at all hazards,” made no 
mention of gold, and said that wage 
and hour standards could be set 
by the states “without a constitu- 


tional amendment.” 

The words “sound currency to be 
preserved at all hazards” were a 
literal repetition of those in the 
currency plank written for the 
1932 Democratic platform by Sen- 
ator Carter Glass of Virginia. 

Some of the other chief points 
of the platform as it stood in the 
subcommittee at that time were: 


RELIEF—Return to local agen- 
cies to be handled through Fed- 
eral grants to states. 

SECURITY—Repeal the unem- 
ployment and old age insurance 
sections of the present law, 
which it called “unworkable,” but 
provide for old age security and 
graduated contributions to the 
‘states to help maintain unem- 
ployment insurance plans. 


LABOR—“Protect the rights of 
labor to bargain collectively” and 
encourage state adoption of laws 
and compacts to abolish child 
labor, sweatshops and protect 
women and children with re- 
spect to maximum hours, mini- 
mum wages and working condi- 
tions. “We believe this can be 
done under the Constitution as it 
stands,” it said.

CLEVELAND, June 11.—As the 
delegates assembled for this afters 
noon’s session of the Republican 
national convention, called for 2:30 
p. m. (1:30 St. Louis time) the Res- 
olutions Committee still was not 
ready to report the platform. Chair- 
man Snell received word the plate 
form would not be ready until 4:45, 
Accordingly, the convention § re- 
cessed to 7 o'clock when, unless 
protracted debate makes it impos- 
sible, the platform is expected to 
be approved and the presidential 
ticket named. 

The expected rush of Gov. Alf M, 
Landon of Kansas for the Repub- 
lican nomination for President 
started early this morning, and this 
afternoon, it was apparent that 
Landon would be nominated on the 
first ballot. 

The plank-drafting subcommittee 
of the resolutions committee finally 
completed its work this morning 
and reported to the full committee. 
It had worked most of the night 
and part of the morning making 
revisions at the request of Landon, 

The platform committee was not 
ready when the convention was 
called to order by Chairman Snell. 
this morning. After the invocation 
and some routine business, the ses- 
sion was recessed to 2:30 p. m. At 
that hour the committee needed 
still more time. 

Landon’s Platform. 

The resolutions subcommittee 
gave Landon everything he asked 
for in the way of changes, but the 
draft contains no demand for a 
constitutional amendment. On the 
contrary, it says none is needed, 
The essence of the “labor” plank 
follows: 

LABOR—‘“Protect the rights of 
labor to bargain collectively” and 
encourage state adoption of laws 
and compacts to abolish child la- 
bor, sweatshops and protect 
women and children with respect 
to maximum hours, minimum 
wages and working conditions. 
“We believe this can be done un- 
der the Constitution” as it stands, 

Some of the revision asked for 
by Landon was said to be chiefly 
a matter of phraseology, but among 
other requests were: 

Inclusion of a platform pledging 
Civil Service status for all Govern- 
ment employes below the rank of 
the Cabinet. 

Reinstatement of a plank for 
control of Interstate Public Utili- 
ties. 

Revision of a plank condemning 
the New Deal's reciprocal tariff 
law, and demanding that trade 
treaties be ratified by the Senate, 
“Pay-As-You-Go” Social Security. 

A Landon request for a “pay-as- 
you-go, tax program to finance so- 
cial security was finally accepted 
by the subcommittee after once 
being rejecied. 

Landon managers said the plat- 
form was near enough to Senator 
William E. Borah’s views to win his 
support for the ticket in November, 
Borah withheld comment. 

No changes were made by the 
subcommittee in major provisions, 
including: 

A monetary plank calling for

In Fighting Speech He As- 
sails New Deal Attempt 
‘‘to Infect America” 
With Fascist Ideas. 


11-MINUTE OVATION 
FOR EX-PRESIDENT 


Demands That Roosevelt 
Tell Nation What He In- 
tends to Do on Taxes, 
Debts, Currency.

CLEVELAND, June 11.—Directly 
attacking President Roosevelt and 
the New Deal as a combination of 
reckless adventure and a cold-blood- 
ed attempt by starry-eyed boys to 
infect the American people with 
Socialistic and Fascist ideas, former 


President Herbert Hoover warned 
an enthusiastic Republican national 
convention last night that the Re- 
publican party must stop its “re- 
treat” and recapture the citadels of 
economic and political freedom. 

Although the speech was deliv- 
ered under many difficulties, the 
20,000 persons packed in the public 
auditorium responded heartily and 
uproariously to the titular head of 
the party, who took himself out of 
the 1936 presidential race in order 
to concentrate his fire on the 
Roosevelt administration. 

Taking a broad philosophical and 
historical point of view of the po- 
litical s#tuation the former Presi- 
dent made no specific mention of 
candidates or possible Republican 
platform planks. 

Wants 50-Word Explanation. 

Hoover seemed to realize, how- 
ever, that Gov. Alf. M. Landon of 
Kansas would be the Republican 
nominee, and he must have known 
that the presentation of the plat- 
form had been postponed until to- 
day as a courtesy to him. 

At one point in his address the 
speaker seemed to be anticipating 
that Roosevelt and the New Deal- 
ers would be returned to power. 
He demanded that they explain, “in 
50 words,” what they would do after 
the election. The least they could 
do, he said, was to find time and 
space to reveal their intentions 
when “the fate of a nation” was 
at stake. It may have been an inad- 
vertence of composition, or a loose- 
ness of expression, but in the speech 
as he delivered it, and in the writ- 
ten copies distributed to the press, 
Hoover asked the question: 

“What is going to be done after 
election with these measures which 
the Constitution forbids and the 
people by their votes have never 
authorized?” 


Ovation of 11 Minutes. 


The crowded auditorium was pre- 
pared to “whoep it up,” when 
Chairman Bertrand Snell announced 
that National Chairman Henry P. 
Fletcher would escort the former 
President to the speaker's platform. 
He was given a spontaneous ova- 
tion that continued for 11 minutes. 
The delegates and spectators arose 
as one, cheering and applauding. 
Hoover was a somewhat heavier 
and more relaxed person than when 
he left Washington a little <iore 
than three years ago. He wore a 
dark blue suit and the customary 
high collar. 

While hundreds of flash bulbs 
flared in his face and the batteries 
of kleig lights burned down upon 
him, he shook hands with Snell, 
smiled to all parts of the expansive 
hall and several times waved a 
cheery greeting. He was obvious- 
ly highly pleased but impatient to 
get on with the speech and for 
several minutes vainly tried to 
quiet the uproar. After several 
starts, however, he succeeded 
and the cheering response to 
his opening sentence, “In this room 
rests the greatest responsibility 
that has come to a body of Amer- 
icans in three generations.” showed 
that the crowd was steamed up 
to give him a tremendous reception. 

But the public address system in 
the hall again went wrong, and as 
he continued, shouts of “louder, 
ae came from the back of the 

all. 


The Serious Hoover. 


It was not the “new” Hoover but 
the serious Hoover speaking. His 
address had little of the wry hu- 
mor of his recent campaign 


speeches and he spoke directly into | 


the microphone, with few gestures. 
Coming to the more deliberate 


charges against Roosevelt and the 


New Deal, he spoke with his hands 
at his back or in his pockets. 

The attacks on President Roose- 
velt and the New Deal were spe- 
cific and direct. Reviewing the rise 
of Socialistic and Fascist dictacor- 
ship in Europe, he deciared that 
their ascent to the seats of power 
began through elections provided 
by liberal institutions and that the 
weapons were promise and hate. 
The same procedure, he said, had 
been followed in this country. 

“The 1932 campaign,” he  con- 
tinued, “was a pretty good imita- 
tien of this first stage of European 
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tactics. You may recall the prom- 
ises of the abundant life, the propa- 
ganda of hate. If there are any 
items in this state in the march of 
European collectivism that the New 
Deal has not imitated, it must have 
been an oversight.” 

His hearers gave a resounding 
yell of approval when he declared 
that the American people should 
thank Almighty God for the Con- 
stitution and the Supreme Court. 

Something to Contemplate. 

“You might contemplate what 
would have happened,” he contin- 
ued, as the applause died down, “if 
Mr. Roosevelt could have appointed 
enough Supreme Court Justices in 
the first year of his administration. 
Suppose these New Deal acts had 
remained on the statute books. We 
would have been a regimented peo- 
ple. Have you any assurance that 
he will not have the appointment if 
he is re-elected?” 

Despite adverse Supreme Court 
decision, he continued, the New 
Dealers have not dropped their 
ideas of centralized government, 
and would keep up their efforts in 
the event of another Democratic 
victory. 

“America,” he solemnly said, “is 
no monarchy where the chief of 
state is not responsible for his min- 
isters. It has been traditional in 
our Government that the important 
officials appointed by the Presi- 
dent speak in tune with his mind. 
That is imperative if there is to be 
intellectual honesty in government. 
President Roosevelt finds no diffi- 
culty in disciplining his officials. 
Witness the prompt dismissal of 
those who did not publicly agree 
with him. The President will not 
discharge these-men on whom his 
New Deal is dependent. No matter 
what the new platform of the New 
Deal may say, the philosophy of 
collectivism and that greed for 
power are in the blood of some part 
of these men.” 


Comment to Democrats. 

Coming to the “muddle” and 
“reckless adventure” charges 
against the President, Hoover 
pointed out that the Supreme Court 
had reversed some 10 or 12 of the 
New Deal major enactments. These 
attempts at unconstitutional legis- 
lation, he said, were attacks on the 
foundations of freedom. 

Cries of “Pour it on 'em” greeted 
his declaration that the Roosevelt 
“gigantic expenditures” and “tor- 
rents of waste” had piled up a na- 
tional debt which two generations 
could not repay. Recalling his ad- 
monition to a Democratic Congress 
that “You cannot spend yourselves 
into prosperity,” the former Presi- 
cent said that his advice was not 
taken then, and that it is not being 
taken today. 

“Billions have been spent,” he 
continued, “to prime the economic 
pump. It did employ a horde of 
paid officials upon the pump’s 
handle. We have seen the frantic 
attempts to find new taxes on the 
rich. Yet three-quarters of the bill 
will be sent to the average and 
the poor. He and his wife and his 
grandchildren will be giving a 
quarter of all their working days 
to pay taxes. Freedom to work for 
himself is changed into a slavery 
of. work for the follies of govern- 
ment.” 

The Roosevelt Formula. 

Attacking the Roosevelt formula 
to bring about recovery by decreas- 
ing production, Hoover advocated 
the Brookings Institution plan to 
decrease costs and prices, while 
keeping up earnings as the means 
of distributing the fruits of produc- 
tion. ‘This was the economic prin- 
ciple followed before the New Deal, 


he argued, and had so triumphed | 


that “We had reached Mount Pisgah 
where we looked over the promised 
land of abolished poverty.” 

“But,” he observed, “then men

“President Roosevelt,” the former 
President declared, “had violated 
the gospel of brotherhood when he 
preached the “Gospel of class ha- 
tred,” from the White House. This, 
he said, was “human poison more 
deadly than fear.’ 


Predicts Evasion This Time. 

“The President has solemnly re- 
iterated that he will not retreat,’ 
Hoover declared. “For months, to be 
sure, there has been a strange quiet. 
Just as the last campaign was 
fought on promises, so apparently 
this campaign is to be slipped 
through by evasion. 

“But the American people have 
the right to know now, while they 
have the power to act. What is 
going to be done after election with 
these meagures which the Constitu- 
tion forbids, and the people by 
their vetes have been authorized? 
What do the new dealers propose 
to do with these instable currencies, 
unbalanced budgets, debt and 
taxes? Fifty words would make it 
clear. 

“Surely the propaganda agencies 
which emit half a million words a 
day could find room for these 
fifty. I notice they recently spent 
300 words on how to choose a hat. 
It is more important to know the 
fate of a nation.” 

Task for Republicans. 

Coming to the immediate task of 
the Republican party, the speaker 
became less specific and direct. He 
irnisisted that the “Republican party 
must achieve true social better- 
ment, but must produce measures 
that will not work cgnfusion and 
disappointment. 

“We must propose a real approach 
to social ills, not the prescription 
for them, by quacks, of poison in 
place of remedy.” 

“At this point he took the seeming 
fling at Borah and his monopoly 
plank, and then continued: 

“The Republican party is against 
the greed for power of the wanton 
boys who waste the people’s sav- 
ings. But it must be equally adam- 
ant against the greed for power 
and exploitation of special privi- 
lege. At-one time I said: ‘We can 
no more have economic power with- 
out checks and balances than we 
can have political power without 
checks and balances. Ejijither one 
leads to tyranny.” 

The former President, however, 
did not give his plan for economic 
checks and balances, either by laws 
or stringent enforcement of the 
present laws, and launched into a 
general discussion to the effect that 
great calamities had come to the 
whole world and that the great 
structure of human progress could 
be built only by free men and 
women. The greatest task of the

In this portion of the address he 
got the spontaneous assistance of 
his pent-up audience. 

Challenge and Reply.

“The acceptance of the nomina- 
tion tendered by this convention 
carries with it, as a matter of pri- 
vate honor and public faith, an un- 
dertaking by each candidate to be 
true to the principles and program 
herein set forth,” it asserted. 


Relief Plank. 


The relief plank proposed that 
the problem be returned to state 
agencies, with Federal grants to 
thé states, all employes to be en- 
gaged for “merit and fitness”; to 
encourage self-support; with Fed- 
eral works to be done on their 
merits; and to determine the facts 
of relief and unemployment. 

Concerning security, it said this 
was possible when the productive 
capacity is sufficient to furnish a 
decent standard of living.

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JOPLIN POSTMASTER REFUSES 
PARTY FUND COLLECTING POST 


Columbia Official Also Turns Down 
Proposal from Democratic 
Headquarters. 

JOPLIN, Mo., June _ 11.—Post- 
master Leslie L. Travis announced 
today that he had declined to ac- 


cept a request from national 
Democratic headquarters in New 
York that he accept the chairman- 
ship of the Joplin “Roosevelt 
Nominators,” an organization to 
raise campaign funds, because he 
considered it “inadvisable” and 
that he was “too busy with other 
duties to accept the chairmanship.”

KNIFE BLADE REMOVED 


FROM NEGRO'S HEART 


Patient Reported Resting Comte 
fortably at City Hospital, 
With Chance of Recovery. 


An unusual surgical operation, 
in which a stab wound in the heart 
of a Negro patient was repaired, 


| following removal of a knife blade, 
was performed last night at City 
| Hospital No. 2. The patient, Chester 
Sanders, 32-year-old laborer, was re- 
_ported resting comfortably today, 
with excellent chances of recovery. 


The cperation was performed by 
resident 
surgeon at the hospital, and Dr. A. 
N. Vaughan, both Negroes. When 
Sanders arrived at the hospital he 
was bleeding from a wound of 
the left chest, but it was not known 
the blade was in the heart until 


physicians discovered it in probing 
_ the wound. 


Sections of three ribs were then 
the inch-long pen- 
knife blade withdrawn. The blade, 
according to the physicians, was in 
the jeft ventricle and had acted as 
a-plug, preventing heavy loss of 
blood. Following removal of the 
blade, four stitches were immedi- 
ately taken, the rib sections re- 
placed and the outer tissues sewed, 
A blood transfusion was later ad- 
ministered. 

Sanders was stabbed by another 
Negro, following a fight at 2018 
Carr street, where both reside.

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HOOVER TEXT—SUPREME COURT SAVED AMERICA 


Declares New Deal Is Attempt 
To Replace Freedom With ‘Sort 
Of European Planned Existence’ 


“Can Democracy Stand the Strain of Mother 
Hubbard Economics for Long?” Former 
President Asks G. O. P. Convention.

CLEVELAND, June 11. 
OLLOWING is the text of for- 
mer President Herbert Hoover's 

address to the Republican national 
convention last night. 

In this room rests the greatest 
responsibility that has come to 
a body of Americans in three gen- 

erations. In the lesser sense this 
is a convention of a great polit- 
ical party. But in the larger sense 
it is a convention of Americans 
to determine the fate of those 
ideals for which this nation was 
founded. That far transcends all 
partisanship. 

There are elemental currents 
which make or break the fate of 
nations. There is a moral pur- 
pose in the universe. Those forces 
which affect the vitality and the 
soul of a people will control its 
destinies. The sum of years of 
public service in these currents 
is the overwhelming conviction of 
their transcendent importance 
over the more transitory even 
though difficult issues of national 
life. 

I have given about four years 
to research into the New Deal, 
trying to determine what its ulti- 
mate objectives were, what sort 
of a system it is imposing on 
this country. 

One View of New Deal. 

To some people it appears to be 
a strange interlude in American 
history in that it has no philos- 
ophy, that it is sheer opportun- 
ism, that it is a muddle of a 
spoils system, of emotional eco- 
nomics, of reckless adventure, of 
unctuous claims to a monopoly 
of human sympathy, of greed for 
power, of a desire for popular ac- 
claim and an aspiration to make 
the front pages of the news- 
papers. That is the most charit- 
able view. 

To other people it appears to be 
a cold-blooded attempt by starry- 
eyed boys to infect the American 
people by a mixture of European 
ideas, flavored with our native 
predilection to get something for 
nothing. 

You can choose either one you 

like best. But the first is the 
road of chaos which leads to the 
second. Both of these roads lead 
over the same grim precipice 
that is the crippling and possibly 
the destruction of the freedom of 
men. 

Which of these interpretations 
is accurate is even disputed by 
alumni of the New Deal who have 
graduated for conscience’s sake 
or have graduated by request. 

In Central Europe the march of 
Socialist or Fascist dictatorships 
and their destruction of liberty 
did not set out with guns and 
armies. Dictators began their 
ascent to the seats of power 
through the elections provided by 
liberal institutions. Their weap- 
ons were promise and hate. They 
offered the mirage of Utopia to 
those in distress. They flung the 
poison of class hatred. They may 
not have maimed the bodies of 
men but they maimed their souls. 

1932 Campaign Tactics. 

The 1932 campaign was a pretty 
good imitation of this first stage 
of European tactics. You may 
recall the promises of the abun- 
dant life, the propaganda of hate 

Once seated in office the first 
demand of these European despot- 
isms was for power and “action.” 
Legislatures were told they “must” 
delegate their authorities. Their 
free debate was suppressed. The 
powers demanded are always the 
same pattern. They all adopt 
planned economy.They regiment- 
ed industry and agriculture. They 
put the Government into business. 
They engaged in gigantic govern- 
ment expenditures. They created 

vast organizations cf spoils 
henchmen and subsidized depend- 
ents. They corrupted currency 
and credit. They drugged the 
thinking of the people with propa- 
ganda at the people’s expense. 

If there are any items in this 
stage in the march of European 
collectivism that the New Deal 
has not imitiated it must have 
been an oversight. 

But at this point this parallel 
with Europe halts—at least for 
the present. The American people 
should thank Almighty God for 
the Constitution and the Supreme 
Court. They should be grateful 
to a courageous press. 

Supreme Court Appointments. 

You might contemplate what 
would have happened if Mr. 
Roosevelt could have appointed 
enough Supreme Court Justices 
in the first year of his adminis- 
tration. Suppose these new deal 
acts had remained upon the 
statute books, We would have 
been a regimented people. Have 
you any assurance that he will 
not have the appointments if he 
is re-elected? 

The succeeding stages of vio- 
lence and outrage by which Euro- 
pean despotisms have crushed all 
liberalism and al] freedom have 
filled our headlines for vears. 

But what comes next in the 
United States? Have the New 
Dealers dropped their ideas of 
centralization of government? 
Have they abandoned the notion 
of regimenting the people into a 
planned economy” Has that 
greed for power become cooled 
by the resistance of a people with 


| 


a heritage of liberty? Will they 
resume if they are re-elected? 

When we examine the speeches 
of Tugwell, Wallace, Ickes and 
others, we see little indications of 
repentance. 

Let me say this: America is no 
monarchy where the chief of 
state is not responsible for his 
ministers. It has been tradition- 
al in our Government since the 
beginning that the important of- 
ficials appointed by the Pres- 
ident speak in tune with his 
mind. That is imperative if 
there is to be intellectual hones- 
ty in government. President 
Roosevelt finds no difficulty in 
disciplining his officials. Witness 
the prompt dismissal of those 
who did not publicly agree with 
him. The President will not dis- 
charge these men on whom his 
New Deal is dependent. No mat- 
ter what the new platform of the 
New Deal party may say, the 
philosophy of collectivism and 
that greed for power are in the 
blood of some part of these men. 

Do you believe that if re-elect- 
ed they intend to stand still 
among the wreckage of their 
dreams? In the words of Mr. 
Hopkins, perhaps, we are too pro- 
fanely dumb to understand. 

Part Il. 

So much for the evidence that 
the New Deal is a definite at- 
tempt to replace the American 
system of freedom with some sort 
of European planned _ existence. 
But let us assume that the ex- 
planation is simply hit-and-run 
opportunism, spoils system, and 
muddle. 

We can well take a moment to 
explore the prospects of Amer- 
ican ideals of liberty and _ self- 
government under that philoso- 
phy. We may take only seven 
short examples: 

The Supreme Court has _ re- 
versed some 10 or 12 of the New 
Deal major enactments. Many of 
these acts were a violation of the 
rights of men and of self-gov- 
ernment. Despite the sworn duty 
of the executive and Congress to 
defend these rights they have 
sought to take them into their 
own hands. That is an attack on 
the foundations of freedom. 

More than this, the independ- 
ence of the Congress, the Su- 
preme Court, and the executive 
are pillars at the door of liberty. 
For three years the word “must” 
has invaded the independence of 
Congress. And the Congress has 
abandoned its responsibility to 
check even the expenditures of 
money. They have turned open 
appropriations into personal pow- 
er. These are destructions of the 
very safeguards of free people. 

Spending and Prosperity. 

We have seen these gigantic 
expenditures and this torrent of 
waste pile up a national debt 
which two generations cannot re- 
pay. One time I told a Demo- 
cratic Congress that “you cannot 
spend yourselves into prosperity.” 
You recall that advice did not 
take then. It hasn’t taken yet. 
Billions have been spent to prime 
the economic pump. It did em- 
ploy a horde of paid officials 
upon the pump handle. We have 
seen the frantic attempts to find 
new taxes on the rich. Yet three- 
quarters.of the bill will be sent to 
the average man and the poor. He 
and his wife and his grandchil- 
dren will be giving a quarter of 
all their working days to pay 
taxes. Freedom to work for him- 
self is changed into a Slavery of 
work for the follies of govern- 
ment. 

We have seen an explosive in- 
flation of bank credits by this 
Government borrowing. We have 
seen varied steps toward currency 
inflation that have already en- 
riched the speculator and de- 
prived the poor. If this is to con- 
tinue the end result is the tears 
and anguish of universal bank- 
ruptcy and distress. No democ- 
racy in history has survived its 
final stages. 

We have seen the building up 
of a horde of political officials. 
We have seen the pressure upon 
the helpless and destitute to trade 
political support for relief. Both 
are a pollution of the very foun- 
tains of liberty. 

We have seen the most elemen- 
tal violation of economic law and 
experience. The New Deal for- 
gets it is solely by production of 
more goods and more varieties of 
goods and services that we ad- 
vance the living and security of 
men. If we constantly decrease 
costs and prices and keep up 
earnings, the production of plenty 
will be more and more widely dis- 
tributed. These laws may be 
re-stitched in new phrases that 
they are the very shoes of human 
progress. 

Viewed Promised Land. 

We had so triumphed in this 
long climb of mankind toward 
plenty that we had reached 
Mount Pisgah where we looked 
over the promised land of abol- 
ished poverty. Then men began 
to quarrel over the division of 
the goods. The depression pro- 
duced by war destruction tempo- 
rarily checked our march toward 
the promised land. 

Then came the little prophets of 
the New Deal. They announce 


the striking solution that the way 
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out is to produce less and to in- 
crease prices so the people can 
buy less. They have kept on pro- 
viding some new restriction or 
burden or fright down to a week 
ago. 

At least it has enabled the New 
Deal to take a few hundred 
thousand earnest party workers 
to the promised land. It takes 
the rest of us for a ride into the 
wilderness of unemployment. 


Can democracy stand the strain 
of Mother Hubbard economics for 
long? 

Any examination of the econ- 
omic muddle of the past three 
years chows the constant thread 
of price fixing, restriction of pro- 
duction and drive against small 
business. That is the soul of 
monopoly. That has maintained 
from the NRA to the last tax bill. 
These are old tricks in new dis- 
guise which put shackles upon the 
freedom of men. 

Repudiation of Obligations. 

In desperate jumping from one 
muddle to another we have seen 
repeated violation of morals and 
honor in government. Do I need 
recall the repudiation of obliga- 
tions, the clipping of the coin, 
the violation of trust to guard the 
constitution and the coercion of 
the voter? When the standards 
of honor and morals fail in gov- 
ernment they fail in the people. 

There are some moral laws 
written in a great book. Over 
all there is the gospel of broth- 
erhood. For the first time in the 
history of America we have 
heard the gospel of class hatred 
preached from tne White House. 
That is human poison far ,.more 
deadly than fear. Every reader 
of the history of democracy 
knows that is the final rock upon 
which all democracies have been 
wrecked. 

There is the suggestion in the 
gospels that it is the meek who 
will inherit the earth. The New 
Deal will have little inheritance. 
There are recommendations as to 
righteousness for righteousness’ 
sake only. I will not elaborate 
that. 

if all this is the theory and 


practice of muddle where has it 
brought us, even now? We have 
spent $15,000,000,000 more than 
the last Republican administra- 
tion. We have a debt 10 bil- 
lions greater than even the great 
war debt. After three years we 
still have the same number of 
unemployed that we had at the 
election of November, 1932. 


Productive of Reactionarism. 

These actions are bringing in- 
jury to the well being of people 
it purports to serve. It has pro- 
duced gross reactionarism in the 
guise of liberalism. And above all 
the New Deal has brought that 
which George Washington called 
“alterations which may impair 
the energy of the system and thus 
overthrow that which cannot be 
directly overthrown.” 

Republicans! After a hundred 
and fifty years, we have arrived 
at that hour. 

Here where the tablets of hu- 
man freedom were first handed 
down, their sacred word has been 
flouted. Today the stern task is 
before the Republican party to 
restore the ark of that covenant 
to the temple in Washington. 


PART Im. 

The New Deal may be a revo- 
lutionary design to replace the 
American system with despotism. 
It may be the dream stuff of a 
false liberalism. It may be the 
valor of muddle. Their relation- 
ship to each other, however, is 
exactly the sistership of the 
witches who brewed the cauldron 
of powerful trouble for Macbeth. 
Their product is the poisoning of 
Americanism. 

The President has constantly 
reiterated that he will not re 
treat. For months, to be sure, 
there has been a strange quiet. 
Just as the last campaign was 
fought on promises that have 
been broken, so apparently this 
campaign is to be slipped through 
by evasion. 

People Have Right to Know. 

But the American people have 
the right to know now, while they 
still have power to act. What is 
going to be done after election 


with these measures which the 
Constitution forbids and the peo- 
ple by their votes have never 
authorized? What do the New 
Dealers propose to do with these 
instable currencies, unbalanced 
budgets, debts, and taxes? Fifty 
words would make it clear. Sure- 
ly the propaganda agencies which 
emit half a miillion words a day 
could find room for these 50. I 
noticed they recently spent 300 
words on how to choose a hat. 
It is slightly more important to 
know the fate of a nation, 


PART IV. 


You have the duty to deter- 
mine the principles upon which 
the Republican party will stand. 
You make the laws of the party. 
Whether it is within the party or 
a government, our system is a 
government of laws and not of 
men. This party holds its prom- 
ises. 


The immediate task is to set 
the country on the road of genu- 
ine recovery from the paths of 
instability. We have enough in- 
ventions and enough accumulated 
needs to start the physical re- 
building of America. The day the 
Republican party can assure 
right principles we can turn this 
nation from the demoralization 
of relief to the contentment of 
constructive jobs. Herein—and 
kcrein alone—is a guarantee of 
jobs for the 11,000,000 idle based 
upon realities and not on politic- 
al claptrap. In the meantime the 
party which organized efficient 
relief of the unemployed’ three 
years before the New Deal was 
born will not turn from those in 
need. That support to distress 
comes from the conscience and 
sympathy of a people, not from 
the New Deal. 


Tasks for Republicans. 


Four years ago I stated that 
the Republican party must under- 
take progressive reforms from 
evils exposed by the boom and 
depression. But I stated our first 
job was to restore men to work. 
The New Deal has attempted 
many reforms,

They have de- | 


layed recovery. Parts of them are 
good. Some have failed. Some 
are tainted with collectivist ideas. 
That task must be undertaken 
anew by the Republican party. 

A new danger is created to the 
republic in that the swing from 
the foolishness of radicalism will 
carry us to the selfishness of re- 
action. 

The Republican party must 
achieve true social betterment. 
But we must produce measures 
that will not work confusion and 
disappointment. We must pro- 
pose a real approach to social 
ills, not the prescription for 
them, by quacks, of poison in 
place of remedy. 


We must achieve freedom in 
the economic field. We have 
grave problems in relation of 
government to agriculture and 
business. Monopoly is only one 
of them. The Republican. party 
is against the greed for power of 
the wanton boys who waste the 
people’s savings. But it must be 
equally adamant against’ the 
greed for power and exploitation 
in the seekers of special privi- 
lege. At one time I said: “We 
can no more have economic pow- 
er without checks and balances 
than we can have political pow- 
er without checks and balances, 
Either one leads to tyranny.” 


Open to Change. 


The Republican party must be 
a party that accepts the challenge 
of each new day. The last word 
in human accomplishment has 
not been spoken. The last step 
in human progress has not been 
made. We welcome change when 
it will produce a fairer, more 
just, and satisfying civilization. 
But change which destroys the 
safeguards of free men and 
women are only apples of Sodom. 

Great calamities have come to 
the whole wo-ld. These forces 
have reached into every calling 
and every cottage. They. have 
brought tragedy and suffering to 
millions of firesides. I have great 
sympathy for those who honestly 
reach for short cuts to the im- 
mensity of our problems. While 
design of the structure of better- 
ment for the common man must 
be inspired by the human heart, 
it can only be achieved by the 
intellect. It can only be builded 
by using the mold of justice, by 
laying brick upon brick from the 
materials of scientific research; 
by the painstaking sifting of 
truth from the collection of fact 
and experience. Any other mold 
is distorted; any other bricks are 
without straw; any other founda- 
tions are sand. That great struc- 
ture of human progress can be 
built only by free men and 
women. 

The gravest task which con- 
fronts the party is to regenerate 
these freedoms. 

Unchangeable Principles. 

There are principles which 
neither tricks nor organization, nor 


the rigors of depression, nor the 
march of time, nor New Dealers, 
nor Socialists, nor Fascists can 
change. There are some prin- 
ciples which came into the uni- 
verse along with the- shooting 
stars of which worlds are made, 
and they have always been and 
ever will be-true. Such are the 
laws of mathematics, the law of 
gravitation, the existence of God, 
and the ceaseless struggle of ‘u- 
mankind to be free. 

Throughout the centuries of 
history, man’s vigil and his quest 
has been to free. For this the 
best and bravest of earth have 
fought and died. To embody 
human liberty in workable gov- 
ernment, America was born. Shall 
we keep that faith? Must we 
condemn the unborn generations 
to fight again and to die for the 
right to be free? 


There are some principles that 
cannot be compromised. Either 
we shall have a society based 
upon ordered liberty and the in- 
itiative of the individual, or we 
shall have a planned society that 
means dictation no matter what 
you call it or who does it. There 
is no half-way ground. They can- 
not be mixed. Government must 
either release the powers of the 
individual for honest achieve- 
ment or the very forces it creates 
will drive it inexorably to lay its 
paralyzing hand more and more 
heavily upon individual effort, 


Advance of Collectivism. 
Less than 20 years ago we ac- 


| cepted those ideals as the air we | 


breathed. We fought a great 
war for their protection. We 
took upon ourselves obligations 


of billions. We buried our sons . 


in foreign soil. But in this 
score of years we have seen the 
advance of collectivism and its 
inevitable tyranny in more than 
half the civilized world. In this 
thundering era of world crisis 
distracted America stands con- 
fused and uncertain. 

The Whig party temporized, 
compromised upon the issue of 
slavery for the black man. That 
party disappeared. It deserved to 
disappear. Shall the Republican 
party deserve or receive any bet- 
ter fate if it compromises upon 
the issue of freedom for all men, 
white as well as black? 

You of this convention must 
make the answer, 

Let us not blink the ‘difficul- 
ties. Throughout the land there 
are multitudes of people who 
have listened to the songs of 
sirens. Thousands of men, if put 
to the choice, would willingly ex- 
change liberty for fancied secur- 
ity even under dictatorship. Un- 
der their distress they doubt the 
value of their own rights and 
liberties. They do not see the 
Constitution as a fortress for their 
deliverance, They have been led 
to believe that it is an iron cage 
against which the wings of ideal- 
ism beat in vain. 

They do not realize that their 
only relief and their hope of 
economic security can come only 
from the enterprise and initia- 
tive of free men. 


Freedom Source of Prosperity. 

Let this convention declare 
without shrinking, the source of 
economic prosperity is freedom. 
Man must be free to use his own 
powers in his own way. Free to 


think, to speak, to worship. Free 
to plan his own life. Free to use 
his own initiative. Free to dare 
in his own adventure. It is the 
essence of true liberalism that 
these freedoms are limited by the 
rights of others. 

Freedom both requires and 
makes increased responsibilities. 
There is no freedom from exploi- 
tation of the weak or from the 
dead hand of bureaucracy. 

There’s something vastly big- 
ger than payrolls, than econom- 
ics, than materialism, at issue in 
this campaign. The free spirit 
of men is the source of self-re- 
spect, of sturdiness, of moral and 
spiritual progress. With the in- 


spirations of freedom come fi. 
delity to public trust, honor and 
morals in government. The 80- 
cial order does not rest upon or- 
derly economic freedom alone. It 
rests even more upon the ideals 
and character of a people. Gov. 
ernments. must express those 
ideals in frugality, in justice, in 
courage, in decency, and in re. 
gard for the less fortunate, and 
above all in honor. Nations die 
when these weaken, no matter 
what their material prosperity. 

Fundamental American liber. 
ties are at stake. Is the Repub- 
lican party ready for the issue? 
Are you willing to cast your aif 
upon the issue, or would you fal- 
ter and look back? Will you, 
for expediency’s sake, also offer 
will-o’-the-wisps which beguile 
the people? Or have you deter. 
mined to enter in a holy crusade 
for liberty which shall determine 
the future and the perpetuity of 
a nation of free men? That star 
shell fired today over the no 
man’s land of world despair 
would illuminate the world wit 
hope.

In another great crisis in 
American history, that great Re- 
publican, Abraham Lincoln, said: 
“Fellow citizens, we cannot es- 
cape history. We... will be 
remembered in spite of ourselves, 
No personal significance or in- 
significance can spare one or an- 
other of us.

UN KINGSBURY 
ZONING BILL 


Committee 
Takes Proposal to Make 
Skinker Corners Business 
Lots Under Advisement. ; 


OPPOSE CHANGE 


Tracts Involved Have Been 
Owned by Walter F. 
Sheehan, and Harry New- 


man. 


A bill to change the zoning of the 
lots at the northeast and southeast 
corners of Skinker boulevard and 
Kingsbury avenue from single-fam- 
ily residence district to commercial 
district was taken under advise- 
ment by the Legislation Committee 
of the Board of Aldermen after a 
public hearing yesterday. The com- 
mittee will inspect the neighbor- 
hood before acting on the measure. 

Introduced recently, the bill re- 
vived an old controversy. For a 
number of years many of the resi- 
dents of the block of Kingsbury be- 
tween Skinker and Rosedale ave- 
nue have opposed the attempt of 
the owners of the Skinker corners 
to replace dwellings with filling 
stations or other business enter- 
prises. 

The northeast corner has _ been 
owned by Walter F. Sheehan, Pub- 
lic Administrator, whose home is 
at 6151 Kingsbury. The southeast 
corner has been owned by Harry 
Newman, real estate dealer. Each 
lot has a 90-foot frontage on 
Kingsbury. 

Formerly in Business Zone. 

Under the zoning law originally 
be- 
tween Delmar boulevard and 
Pershing avenue, was laid out for 
commerce, but residents of the 6100 


| block of Kingsbury, led by Luke E. 
Hart, lawyer and former Alderman, 


had the Kingsbury corners changed 
to the residential restriction. Since 
then various efforts have been 
made in the Board of Aldermen and 
the courts to have commercial use 
of the corners authorized 

Hart, who has resided at 6174 | 
Kingsbury since 1923, told the com- 
mittee the neighborhood was one of 
the city’s best residential districts 
and that its inhabitants, keeping 
their homes in good condition, 
wanted it maintained solely for 
residential purposes. He recalled 
the efforts to prevent encsroach- 
ment of business and asserted that 
no one but Newman, Walter Shee- 
han and his brother, Walter Shee- 
Sheehan, whose home is at 6138 
Kingsbury, wanted the change. 


Among a dozen or more other res- 
idents of the block opposing the bill 
‘was James F. Green, former Cir- 
cuit Judge, who has resided for 26 
‘years at 6189, adjoining the north- 
‘east corner. He described what he 
‘regarded as unsightly conditions of 
‘the corner lots since the attempts 
to install filling stations were 
| stopped. 
Newman Argues For Bill. 

Newman was the only person 
arguing for the bill at the hearing. 
He said the neighborhood restric- 


tions had expired Jan. 1, 1923, and 
that the property owners had slept 
on their rights by not renewing 
them. He bought his corner when 
it was zoned for commerce and was 
entitled to protection of his rights, 
he insisted, recalling that when he 
made the purchase a sign there 
said the property was unrestricted. 
His lot, which carried a $40,000 
mortgage, was worth $65,000 for 
commercial purposes but only $10,- 
000 or $15,000 for residential, he 
added. 

C. E. Jacobs, representing the 
General Council on Civic Needs, 
which has been active in support of 
zoning principles, told the commit- 
tee the council did not oppose this 
bill because the change to the resi- 
dence zone had been in the nature 
of “spot zoning.” A suit to permit 
commerce on the corners has been 
pending in the United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals.

HARDY WATER LILIES 
AT SHAW'S: GARDEN 


Phlox, Yuccas and a Variety of 
Other Plants Also Are 
in Bloom. 


Hardy water lilies, phlex, yuccas, 
and a variety of ether plants now 
in bloom at Shaw's Garden offer 
the amateur gardener aid in select- 
ing June color for the yard in a 
season of insufficient rain. 

Good specimens of hardy lilies— 
not to be confused with the larger 
tropieal water likes — may be 
planted in shallow concrete pools, 
wooden tubs, or old water-barrels 
eut in half lengthwise, buried in 
the ground and filled with water, 
George Pring, superintendent of the 
Garden, pointed out today. 

They are not expensive, make 
good cut flowers, and have the 
added advantage of (fragrance, 
A tub or half-barrel, forming a 
pool may be simply planted around 
the edges with small hardy peren- 
nials between a few rocks, adding 
an attractive spot to the home 
garden. Birds will frequent the 
pool for water, 

Lilies From June te Frost. 

The hardy water lily does not 
have to be moved inside during the 
winter, like the tropi¢al lily, and 
will bloom frem June to frost with 
little care. Obtainable at small cost 
also are the pygmy varieties, which 
da not require a pool more than 18 
inches in diameter. The flowers 
are no larger than a silver dollar. 

In a pool at the Garden near 
the main gate and in two other 
pools west of the Italian garden, 
the hardy lilies are now in bloom, 
and may offer ideas for selection 
of varieties and landscaping. 

Many advances in the hybridizing 
of the hardy water lily have been 
made in the last few years, until 
now they may be obtained in white, 
pink, red, rose, salmon, yellow, and 
Shade variations of these colors. 
No hybridist has been able to in- 
troduce the blue, purple or violet 
colors into the hardy lily, as has 
been done with the tropical type, 
which will bloom later at the Gar- 

en. 

Pioneer hybridist of the hardy 
lily was Latour Marliac of France. 
He introduced the first yellow and 
the first pink, and never disclosed 
to anyone how he got his colors. 

Rare Pink in Labrador. 

Experimentation by later hybrid- 
ists, however, has quite satisfactor- 
ily established, Pring said, that 
Marliac obtained his yellow pig- 
ment from a small native yellow 
Species that grows in Florida, and 
his pink from a native pink, an ac- 
cident ef nature, that was found in 
Sweden. Another rare native pink, 
also a mutation, recently was found 
in Labrador, Pring said. 

Before Marliac produced nis 
Startling hybrids, the color varia- 
tion was limited te the native white 
and yellow. Together with the 
ad- 
vanced the size and style of his 
hybrids. Marliac’s white lily, his 
“Chromatella” and “Resea” are 
still considered among the best 
varieties grown. 

From consideration of the lily 
that makes its home in water, the 
amateur gardener well may consid- 


_— 


unique life history, for it depends 
on a moth, and the moth depends 
on the yucea in the reproductive 
cycle, 

Phlox and the Rose Garden. 

With the most of the seasonal 
gardening work out of the way in 
June, the enthusiast may profitably 
visit the Garden for observation of 
other hardy types, like the phlox, 
of which there is a fine show of a 
white variety. Notes might be tak- 
en in the rose garden on varieties 
of hybrid teas, polyanthus which 
bloom persistently in spite of het 
weather and little rain, and those 
hybrid perpetuals which last well 
under burning sun. Selection of 
proper plants will remove much of 
the expense and disappointment to 
which the amateur gardner is sub- 
jected in this climate. 


The weather cannot please every- 
body, Pring observed. Cool nights 
during May, which permitted re- 
freshing rest for man and plant- 
life, drew a complaint from Joseph 
Cutak of the Garden staff, who had 
set out the tropical lilies in pools 
at the beginning of the month, “No 
good for lilies,” he said. “The wa- 
ter became too cool and put them 
to sleep. I had to replace any num- 
ber of them.” Tropical lilies require 
warm water or they will become 
dormant.

EASTMAN APPROVES 
RIL WAGE BARGAINING 


Collective Method ‘Distinctly 
in Interest of Efficiency, 
Economy, Good Service.’ 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, June 11. — Jo- 
seph B. Eastman, Federal Railroad 
Co-ordinator, made public yester- 
day a two-year study which ap- 
proved “collective bargaining” 
methods in fixing wages for rail- 


road employes. 

He said it was “erroneous” that 
“labor agreement rules necessarily 
‘add to the cost of railroad opera- 
tion, and that if the rules were 
eliminated the labor costs of rail- 
roads would be greatly reduced.” 

The report added: “It is distinct- 
ly in the interest of efficiency, 
economy, safety and good service 
that these rules should be reached 
through collective bargaining.” 

The study showed that the av- 


erage earnings of railroad employes 
had declined from $2300 in 1929 to 
$1800 in 1933. 

The month of March, 1934, was. 
used by Eastman’s staff as “a 
sample” in the investigation of rail- 
road wages and labor costs and the 
effect of wage agreements on them, 

The report said more than 3000 
“labor agreements” between em- 
ployes and railroads had been filled 
in one year with the National 
Mediation Board. 

Eastman said his aids found that 
while faster trains had increased 
pay to workers on the mileage ba- 
sis in recent years, there had been 
a “counter-balance” in favor of the 
railroads in qa decrease in the 
amount of “overtime pay.” 

Much of the decline in average 
annual earnings of various classes 
of railroad workers was said to 


have resulted from agreements to 
Only four of the 16 insane criml- | 


limit hours. 

Eastman said the mere fact that 
complex labor rules had been joint- 
ly reached by management and em- 
ployes through the years “does not 
make them most costly to the rail- 
roads.” 

He said it was “in the interest of 
efficiency, economy, safety and 
good service” that the rules were< 
developed by the “parties of im- 
mediate interest.” 

“There is an obligation upon both 
men and management to interpret 
the rules in a spirit of fair play,” 
Eastman said. “Neither party can 


tage at the risk of imperilling this 
essential purpose.”

INITIATIVE PETITIONS FOR 
TEACHERS’ PENSION COMPLET ED 


150,000 


Sign Plea for 
In Constitution of 
Missouri. 


Initiative petitions for an amend- 
ment to the State Constitution, 
making possible the establishment 
of teachers’ pension funds, have 
been completed by the Missouri 
State Teachers’ Association, repre- 
sentatives announced today. More 
than 150,000 signatures of voters 
have been obtained, with an excess 
of 5000 or more above the required 
number in each of the 13 congres- 
sional districts. 

The petitions will be filed with 
the Secretary of State some time 
this month so that the proposal 
may be placed on the ballot at the 
November general election. In St. 
Louis, teachers and others repre- 
senting the association obtained 16,- 
023 signatures in the Eleventh Dis- 
trict, 17,181 in the Twelfth and 14,- 
879 in the Thirteenth, a total of 
48,083. 

Use of public funds for teachers’ 
pensions would be permitted by the 
amendment. Its adoption would 
made it possible for the Legisla- 
ture to pass enabling acts for es- 
tablishment of either a State teach- 
ers’ pension fund of funds in local 
communities. No definite plan for 
such funds has been made by spon- 
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sors of the admendment, but they 
‘have considered an arrangement 
for teachers and the State or lo- 


cal school boards to make joint 
contributions.

NEW YORK, June 11.—The 
American influence in the Olympic 
games 
ther than in our own team alone. 
Three Americans at present are in- 
introducing our training ideas in 
foreign countries, and, particularly 
in the case of Italy, their presence 
abroad will undoubtedly prove sig- 
nificant. 

Harold Anson Bruce in Austria; 
Ted Meredith in Czechoslovakia, 
and Boyd Comstock in Italy are de- 
veloping the best available mate- 
rial for Olympic competition. Com- 
stock, formerly coach at the Los 
Angeles A. C., a student of track 
and field who knows the technique 
of the game as well as anybody, has 
the whole of Italy to draw upon 
and may reasonably be expected to 
create some surprises. 

Little is known of Italy’s true 
track strength, other than it will 
be numerically great at Berlin. 
Luigi Beccali, Olympic 1500-meter 
champion, is the best known of 
Comstock’s charges. Then there are 
Lanzi, 1:51.8 for 800 meters; Ce- 
rati, 3:54.4 for 1500 meters, and 
Caldana and Facelli, hurdlers. The 
rest is vague. 

Although Italy is an unknown 
power, Comstock can be counted 
upon to bring forth someone 
worthy of note. At the Los Angeles 
A. C. he was credited with develop- 
ing such great athletes as Charlie 
Paddock and John Kuck, the 
Olympic shotput champion of 1928. 

Meredith Has Some Stars. 

Meredith writes me that he has 
a couple of good quarter-milers, a 
splendid hammer-thrower, and 
Frantisek Douda, former world’s 
record holder in the shotput, avail- 
able for his Olympic team. He is 
finding Douda obstinate about com- 
ing out. Stationed in Prague, Mere- 
dith is doing all his Coaching there. 
Bruce has headquarters in Austria, 
but travels through the country. 

The importation of American 
coaches is not new to Europe. Ernie 
Hijertberg, who went to Sweden as 
national coach in 1911, was the first.

Have Mastered All Sports. 

Americans have mastered the 
technique of practically all the 
Olympic sports, a fact which is 
probably a good recommendation 
for its coaches. Only in three types 
vf events has this country indicated 
weakness—in the distance races, 
javelin and hop, step and jump. Yet 
over there it has not been too far 
off the international par. 

This country probably could ex- 
cel in the hop, step and jump, but 
there is little competition in it and 
Americans have come to look upon 
it as a picnic event rather than as 
serious athletic event. The result 
is that they have not developed the 
proper cadence for a good “triple 
jump” performance. 


When Metcalfe, the Australian, 
made his world’s record, he hopped 
19 feet, stepped 15 feet 10 inches, 
and finished up with a 17-foot jump. 
Americans like Dehart Hubbard, 
with the necessary ability, would 
put all their emphasis.on the first 
hop and fail to reach out for the 
step. Hubbard would jump 22 feet 
and then step nine feet. 

Our national temperament, as I 
have remarked before, is not of the 
best for developing runners. Devel- 
opment of javelin throwers begins 
at 12 years of age in Finland. We 
have no such thing as a javelin 
throw in a youngsters’ meet, and I 
would not favor seeing it in school- 
boy competition. The javelin is a 
too dangerous weapon in the hands 
of children.

BREADON SAYS CARDS 
WILL NOT ATTEMPT 
TO OBTAIN MUNGO 


The Cardinals wiil not make any 
effort to obtain Van Lingle Mungo 
from the Brooklyn Dodgers Sam 
Breadon president of the St. Louis 
National League club said _ this 
morning. Mungo jumped the Dodg- 
ers yesterday end said he wanted 
to be traded to a stronger team. 


“Certainly Mungo would help uny 
club” Breadon replied when asked 
if he didn’t think the acquisition 
of the pitching star would make the 
Cubs, Pirates or Giants more dan- 
gerous. “But any clup that gets 
him will have to give up playing 
strength. 

“We are pretty well set with the 
Cardinals. Mungo must be a neu- 
rotic sort of fellow and it might not 
be so good to take a man like that 
and put him on a team that is well 
knit together.” 

Branch Rickey, vice-president of 
the Cardinals, said he had been 
greatly interested in Mungo, but 
that he was not interested any 
more. 

“Mungo has disqualified him- 
self,” Rickey said. “I do not want 
him now. I would not claim him 
at the waiver price. We do not 
want a man like that on our ball 
club. The Gas House Gang is a 
team of rugged individualists. They 
want to win, They’ll pay the price 
of effort and striving. But they 
will not do a thing like that. We 
are not interested in Mungo any 
more.” 


Brooklyn Wanted Too Much. 


Breadon said Mungo’s name had 
been mentioned by the Dodgers 
during the winter in trade talk with 
the Cardinals but that Brooklyn 
had demanded outstanding players 
in exchange and that a trade along 
the lines suggested by the Dodgers 
would not have strengthened the 
Redbirds. 

While several clubs may seek 
eagerly to acquire Mungo’s services, 
it is possible that the League or or-

OPERATION MAY 
KEEP COCHRANE 
OUT FOR YEAR

DETROIT, June  11.—Mickey 
Cochrane, manager of the Detroit 
Tigers, faces an operation Monday 
and may be out of the lineup for 
the remainder of the season. 

Cochrane entered Henry Ford 
Hospital here Wednesday for treat- 
ment for hyper-thyroidism, While 
his physicians were discussing a 
plan for an operation, the club re- 
ceived still another blow with news 
that Hank Greenberg, the Tigers’ 
star first baseman, who suffered 
a wrist fracture April 29, would not 
be able to return-to the team until 
considerable after July 1. 

Greenberg’s physicians said his 
wrist has not healed as rapidly as 
was expected, and ordered him to 
wear a cast for two more weeks. 
New X-ray pictures will be taken 
then. 

Cochrane’s _ndition raised 
doubts that he would be able to 
manage the all-star American 
League team in its game with the 
National League all-stars in Boston 
July 7.

If his illness forces 
him to retire, his successor would 
name them, 

More votes for Cochrane have 
reached headquarters than for any 
other player with the exception of 
Bob Grove, the Red Sox southpaw 
star, whose total has reached 6369. 
Vernon (Goofy) Gomez of the Yan- 
kees, is running second in the pitch- 
ers’ voting with 4754 and his team- 
mate, Monte Pearson, is third with 
3946.

Roosevelt Likens His Constitutional 


Problem to That of Jefferson When 
He Acquired Louisiana Territory 


Says Friends Advised the Purchase Was 
Unconstitutional and “Not All Members 
of Legal Profession Approved.” 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., June 11.— 
President Roosevelt, speaking yes- 
terday at the Arkansas centennial 
celebration, sought to draw a paral- 
lel between the problem of na- 


tional expansion, met by President 
Thomas Jefferson in the purchase 
of Louisiana Territory, and _ the 
present economic and social prob- 
lems, with which the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration is striving to deal. 

A crowd estimated at 30,000 
packed the Stadium, where the 
President spoke. He was _ intro- 
duced by Gov. J. M. Futrell. Mrs. 
Roosevelt was on the platform, 4s 
were also Senators Robinson and 
Caraway. 

Jefferson, the President said, pur- 
chased Louisiana without specific 
authority of the Constitution, and 
“without the full and unanimous 
approval of every member of the 
legal profession,” and “nobody car- 
ried the case to the Supreme 
Court.” He _ said, as to present 
problems, that wages, conditions of 
labor and _ social security were 
matters with which the Federal 
Government must deal if local and 
state governments were unable to 
do so, and that “organization to 
meet human suffering can never 
be predicated on relaxation of ef- 
fort.” 

The President, after praising the 
natural beauties of Arkansas, re- 
viewed its history briefly as a pre- 
lude to his guarded references to 
the Constitution. He said many 
dwellers in the Eastern states 
thought their own section older in 
civilization than the Mississippi 
Valley, whereas in fact De Soto 
was in Arkansas in 1541, long be- 
fore Jamestown, New Amsterdam 
and Plymouth were settled, and the 
first settlement under the flag of 
France was made in Arkansas in 
1686. 


Jefferson’s Courage. 


The Louisiana purchase, which 
brought the trans-Mississippi region 
under the American flag, was de- 
scribed as a shrewd bargain of Jef- 
ferson’s envoy, Robert Livingston. 
The President said it was also in- 
teresting “because President Jef- 
ferson, seeing the complexities 
which the Emperor Napoleon faced 
in a coalition of hostile European 
powers, had the courage to act for 
the benefit of the United States 
without the full and unanimous 
approval of every member of the 
legal profession. 


“He was told| by some of his 
closest ‘advisors and friends that 
the Constitution of the United 
States contained no clause author- 
izing him to purchase or acquire 
additional territory, and that be- 
cause specific’ authority did not 
exist under that great charter of 
government, none could be exer- 
cised. 

“Jefferson replied that there 
were certain inherent qualities of 
sovereignty which could not be 
separated from a Federal govern- 
ment, if such a Federal govern- 
ment was permanently to endure; 
furthermore, if he delayed, the 
Emperor of the French might 
change his mind, and the great 
territc-y west of the Mississippi 
be lost forever to American ex- 
pansion. 

“He and Livingston put the 
treaty through; the next Congress 
appropriated the money; nobody 
carried the case to the Supreme 
Court, and, as a result, Louisiana 
and Arkansas and Missouri and 
Iowa and Minnesota and Kansas 
and Montana and North Dakota and 
South Dakota, and the larger por- 
tions of Wyoming and Colorado 
and Nebraska and Oklahoma, fly 
the Stars and Stripes today.” 

New Era Under Jackson. 


Andrew Jackson, who was in the 
last full year of his second presi- 
dential term when Arkansas was 
admitted to the Union in 1836, was 
next pictured. It was Jackson, the 
President said, “whose sturdy hand 
deflected the course of American 
political life from the stagnant 
marshes of a seaboard oligarchy 
into the channels of pure American 
democracy.” 

Before Jackson, the President 
said, national leadership, with rare 
exceptions, was in the hands of a 
small group, who held power be- 
cause of the difficulties of com- 
munication and the limits on pop- 
ular education—the ballot being 
limited, in some States, to persons 
of property. 

“The wave of popular acclaim 
that swept Andrew Jackson into his 
high office,” President Roosevelt 
said, “was the result of the recog- 
nition by the people of the United 
States that the era of a truer 
democracy in their national life 
was at hand. I need not describe 
the dismay that the election of 
Jackson excited—and honestly ex- 
cited—in the hearts of the hitherto 
elect, or the widespread apprehen- 
sion that it aroused among the so- 
called ‘guardixn groups’ of the Re- 
public. 

“Groups such as these have never 
wholly disappeared from American 
political life, but it will never be 
possible for any length of time for 
any group of the American people, 
either by reason of wealth or learn- 


ing or inheritance or economic 


power, to retain any mandate, any 
permanent authority to arrogate to 
itself the political control of Amer- 
ican public life.” 


Pioneer Days Less Complex. 


The President paid a tribute to 
the pioneer builders of Arkansas, as 
having been also the fashioners of 
a new national spirit and a new 
ideal of free government. 


“Ip those days,” he said, “our life 
was simple. There was little need 
of formal arrangements, or of Gov- 
ernment interest or action, to in- 
sure the social and economic well- 
being of the American people. In 
the life of the pioneer, sympathy 
and kindly help, ready co-operation 
in the accidents and emergencies 
of the frontier life, were the spon- 
taneous manifestation of the Amer- 
ican spirit. Without them, the con- 
quest of a continent could never 
have been made. 

“Today that life is gone. Its sim- 
plicity has vanished and we are all 
parts of a social civilization which 
ever ténds to greater complexity. 
Latterly, the imperiled well-being, 
the very existence of large numbers 
of our people, have called for mea- 
sures of organized Government as- 
sistance which the more spontane- 
ous and personal promptings of a 
pioneer generosity could never 
alone have obtained.” 


Local and National Spheres. 


Now that “the roar of the air- 
plane has replaced the rumble of 
the covered wagon,” and mechan- 
ized industry and mass production 
have increased the power of a 
few, the President said that “ar- 
dent protectors of the rights of the 
common man” were needed, Part 
of the problem, he said, was to 
give the people the benefits of 
mechanization. 

“The measure of the need,” he 
declared, “has been the measure of 
the organization necessary to meet 
it. The human sympathy of our 
people would have tolerated noth- 
ing less. Common sense will tol- 
erate nothing more, 

“Self-government we must and 


‘shall maintain. Let me put it thus, 


in a way which every man and 
woman can understand; local gov- 
ernment must continue to act with 
full freedom in matters which are 
primarily of local concern; county 
government must retain the func- 
tions which logically belong to the 
county unit; State Governments 
must and shall retain State sov- 
ereignty over all those activities of 
Government which effectively and 
efficiently can be met by the states. 


Avoidance of Confusion. 


“Let us analyze a little further, | 
Why was a State Gov- | 
ernment set up in Arkansas? The | 
answer is that the colonization of | 
this area had reached the point |

where individual settlements need- | 
ed a uniformity of ordinances and 
laws. They needed a central body 
to govern in respect to those things 
which had grown beyond the scope 
of town government or county gov- 
ernment. 

“The Federal Union itself was |

Revolution it was discovered that | 
a mere federation of states was | 
such a loose organization, with con- | | 
stant conflicts between’ the 13| 
states themselves, that a constitu- | 
tion and a national organization to | 
take care of government beyond 
state lines was a necessity. 


“The Constitution provided the 
best instrument ever devised for 
the continuation of these funda- 
mental principles. Under its broad 
purposes we can and intend to 
march forward, believing, as the 
overwhelming majority of Ameri- 
cans believe, that it is intended to 
meet and fit the amazing physical, 
economic and social requirements 
that confront us in this genera- 
tion.” 


Fading Secticnal Lines. 


Listing problems of today, the 
President said: “It is idle for us 
now, as it was for the flatterers| 
of King Canute, to ignore the facts | 
of physics or the economic and so- 
cial consequences of applied sci- 
ence. These problems, with grow- 
ing intensity, now flow past all sec- 
tional limitations and extend over 
the vast breadth of our whole do-| 
main. | 


“Prices, wages, hours of labor, | 
conditions of employment, social 
security, in short, the enjoyment by 
all men of their constitutional 
guaranties of life, liberty and the 
pursuit of happiness—these ques 
tions, so delicate in their economic 
balance that any change in their

Liberty-Loving People Will 
Always Do Battle for 
Principles, He Says on 


Field of San Jacinto.

HOUSTON, Tex., June 11.—Pres- 
ident Roosevelt paid tribute to Tex- 
as’ pioneers on the battlefield of 
San Jacinto today, asserting “lib- 
erty-loving people will always do 
battle for principles they believe 
to be right.” He spoke at the site 
where Sam Houston defeated Santa 
Anna. The occasion was a feature 
of the Texas Centennial program. 

The President said it was “a spe- 
cial pleasure” to meet Andrew Jack- 
son Houston here, and commented: 
“What a splendid combination of 
names.” 

Andrew Jackson Houston is the 
only surviving son of the hero of 
the San Jacinto battle. 

Mr. Roosevelt said he was “proud 
to know that my father knew your 
father” in Washington. The elder 
Roosevelt was a young lawyer when 
Gen. Houston served as Senator 
from Texas. 

Mayor Proclaims Holiday. 

Thousands cheered when the 
President and Mrs. Roosevelt step- 
ped from the train on arrival here. 
They boarded a flag-draped auto- 
mobile with Governor Allred. A 
parade of 20 cars moved: rapidly 
through the city. Throngs packing 
the roped-off streets got only a 
fleeing glimpse of the presidential 
car. Traffic was at a standstill for 
30 minutes. Boats were taken at 
the turning basin in the ship canal 
for San Jacinto, the battleground 
where Texans won their indepen- 
dence from Mexico 100 years ago. 

Mayor Holcombe proclaimed the 
day President’s day and a holiday. 
Most public buildings and business 
houses were closed. 

The President came from Little 
Rock, where he made an Arkansas 
Centennial address last night. 
After the San Jacinto address 
he departed for San _ Antonio 
to place a wreath at the Alamo,

QUEBEC PREMIER TASCHEREAU, 
15 YEARS IN OFFICE, RESIGNS

A Moses, Not a Joseph. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

N Letters From the People for May 

15, “A St. Louisan” gives tacit approv- 
al to the thoughts expressed in “Biblical 
parallel.” 

Before taking up the refrain of his 
gong and calling for another Joseph, it 
might be well first to consider carefully 
whether or not a Joseph is to be desired. 
As usual, only a small part of the story 
is quoted. 

It should be remembered that while 
the Egyptians stored rauch grain during 
the years of plenty, it was being stored 
in the name of Pharaoh. At the end of 
seven years, the granaries were almost 
bursting with foodstuffs—but it did not 
belong to those that had raised it. It 
had been purchased by the Government 
with their own money, and was stored 
as strictly Government property. Mr. 
Hoover made some attempt to formulate 
a plan after the same fashion—but was 
not successful. 

The first year of famine was one of re- 
joicing—the people apparently had noth- 
ing to worry about because there was a 
great plenty of food. Did we not go 
through this same type of year just re- 
cently? Were not the Government cof- 
fers opened so that a stream of gold 
poured out over the entire nation? Truly, 
there appeared nothing to be worried 
about! 

The second year was slightly less joy- 
ous—private stores were being exhausted 
and the entire country began feeling the 
strain of famine. 

The third year found great numbers of 
the Egyptians “broke” and penniless—yet 
there was still plenty of food in the store- 
houses. There was still plenty of gold 
in the treasury, but there was also revela- 
tion of the price Pharaoh was exacting. 

In return for food, Pharaoh took mort- 
gages upon the lands and properties of 
his people. 

At the end of the period, we find that 
Pharaoh owned all the land—all the cat- 
tle and personal properties of the people 
~—even the people themselves had become 
bond-servants to Pharaoh. Can anyone 
gay that the outcome is not logical in the 
present crisis? If we do not emerge with 
an enormous bonded indebtedness hang- 
ing over the heads of our grandchildren, 
then we need something considerably 
greater than just another Joseph! 

No, there is nothing wrong with the 
picture which “A St. Louisan” paints— 
his error appears to be in the person he 
is paging. Instead of Joseph, he might 
better lift his voice in a cry for Moses— 
and yet, Moses led only the chosen peo- 
ple out. The Egyptians were not only 
left without being free from “bonds’— 
they were considerably impoverished by 
the Exodus. 

Man has one trait taken from the wild 
animal—you may beat him down, but you 
cannot hold him forever. The instant 
you relax in vigilance, in that same in- 
stant he springs up bigger and better in 
every respect—better qualified to cope 
with his antagonist. My suggestion is 
that “A St. Louisan” pack away his 
gioom and turn toward the shining sun 
of belief in mankind's gradual and un- 
defeatable destiny—a dominion of: right- 
eousness!

FULLY agree with the conclusion in 

your article of June 7, “The Facts as 
to Unemployment,” with reference to the 
proper method of reaching a correct esti- 
mate of the unemployed in the United 
States.

MR. SNELL’S SPEECH. 
Representative Snell's speech as permanent chair- 
man of the Republican national convention, though 
it followed the conventional] lines of all such speech- 
es, was a more effective effort, we should say, than 
the keynote address of Senator Steiwer the previous 
evening.

It did, as we have said, an efficient job of hide- 
removal, being especially telling in the portion that 
looked at the record of Democratic platform prom- 
ises and compared those pledges—notably the econ- 
omy pledge—with the administration’s performance.

An option has been taken on a tract of 
2000 acres near Hillhouse, Miss. A co-operative farm 
enterprise has been set up, and 24 families of evict- 
ed tenants and share-croppers are on the Jand, with 
more being recruited. Houses are being built, crops 
planted and @ new community established. 


says: “We refuse to run a charity project or a poor 
farm for the relief of a few score families.” His plan 
is to conduct an experiment to show how these peo- 
ple may become self-sustaining, in the hope that the 
precedent may be followed in an effort to end the 
abuses of the South’s agricultural system. It is en- 
couraging to find this problem being attacked, not by 
dole methods, but by giving these evicted farmers 
an opportunity to better their condition through their 
own efforts. 


MYSTERY OF “OK.” 

A writer in the letter column the other day gave 
an explanation of how the expression “OK” origina- 
ed, tracing it to Old Keokuk, an Indian chief who 
signed his initials.to documents. This version is a 
plausible one, but there are too many schools of 
thought on the subject for it to find universal ac- 
ceptance. 

In his monumental work, “The American Lan- 
guage,” H. lL. Mencken gives no less than 10 pos- 
sible derivations of the term, including the Old Keo- 
kuk theory. There is the story that a zealous but 
unlearned partisan of William Henry Harrison in 
the 1840 campaign painted a banner reading, “The 
People is Oll Korrect,” which, in abbreviated form, 
became a party battle cry. Another alleged origi- 
nator is Obadiah Kelly, who initialed early railway 
bills. Schoolmasters, it is said, started it when they 
marked examination papers “Omnis Korrecta.” Ship- 
builders, designating the outer keel with these ini- 
tials, and early telegraphers, coining it as a random 
invention, are alleged authors as well. 

Because early Britons said “hoacky” when. they 
meant the last load at harvest, and Choctaw Indians 
said “okeh” when they meant, “It is so,” some au- 
thorities credit OK to them. John Jacob Astor start- 
ed the whole thing, says one school of thought, 
while another says Andrew Jackson, while a Judge, 
indorsed documents “OR,” meaning order recorded, 
and an observer mistook his handwriting. 

Mencken himself says the last theory should be 
explored more fully. In his view, OK must have 
originated before 1840, the first recorded date, “and 
equally certainly, it had some connection with Dem- 
ocrats.” So since it seems fundamentally a Demo- 
cratic problem, what about a WPA grant to solve the 
mystery of whether the claim of Old Keokuk or of 
somebody else should be OK’d? 
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MR. LIPPMANN, CRUSADER. 

Walter Lippmann's urbanity has been one of the 
delightful phenomena of modern journalism. Anger 
is an emotion he has never indulged. He has writ- 
ten astronomically. On rare occasions, an impatient 
syllable may have escaped, but no other commentator 
we can think of has so completely shunned the ex- 
pletive.

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PLATFORMS AND CANDIDATES. 

Senator Borah, discussing convention issues with 
the Idaho delegation at Cleveland Monday, said he 
would join no movement to stop any particular can- 
didate; that “My first interest is in the platform.” 

However, in a radio address May 28, only 10 days 
before, Senator Borah took a different slant, “It is 
not my view that its (the party’s) position can be 
determined, or even fully defined, by the platform 
alone,” he said. “In this campaign, the candidates 
of the respective parties will be the platforms.” 

This raises the interesting question: Which is the 
more important, the platform or the candidate? 
From the precedents of history, Mr. Borah’s first po- 
sition must be accepted as more in accordance with 
the facts. 

Plenty of instances may be cited where the can- 
didate refused to stand on the planks hewed for him. 
Sometimes this was because the nominee had great- 
er courage of conviction than the platform build- 
ers. In 1928, after the Democratic convention at 
Houston had adopted an equivocal pledge favoring 
an effort to enforce prohibition, Alfred E. Smith no- 
tified the delegates that he was opposed to prohibi- 
tion. Similarly, Alton B. Parker, the Democratic 
nominee in 1904, refused to alter his convictions to 
fit a platform plank. The convention, in St. Louis, 
evaded the money question in its platform, but Park- 
er sent a message saying he was committed to the 
gold standard. 

William Howard Taft was another nominee who 
refused to trim sail. The 1908 Republican convention 
rejected the proposal for direct election of United 
States Senators. Taft, after the convention, indorsed 
a constitutional amendment to that end. A parallel 
instance was in 1916, when the Republican conven- 


‘tion refused to advocate an equal-suffrage amend- 


ment, and Charles Evans Hughes, the nominee, in- 
dorsed such an amendment. Woodrow Wilson, after 
his election, reversed the process by disavowing a 
plank adopted by the 1912 convention urging a con- 
stitutional amendment making the President ineligi- 
ble for a second term. 

James G. Blaine hit the nail on the head a half- 
century ago when he said: 

Formerly, the platform was of first impor- 
tance. Now the position of the candidate, as de- 
fined by himself, is of far more weight with 
the voters. 

This will be largely the situation in the 1936 cam- 
paign. Because of the Republicans’ uncertainty, in- 
terest attaches to the course that will be charted by 
the platform makers. But rare indeed will be the 
citizen who in November votes for Candidate X or 
Candidate Z because he likes the wording of the of- 
ficial party pronouncement. The aspirant’s person- 
ality and public speeches, as usual, will be consider- 
ably more significant in the voters’ deliberations. 
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EFFECTIVE NAZI PROPAGANDA. 

A piece of Nazi propaganda that has just reached 
this country again proves what great assistance the 
former Allies have given in helping Hitler rise to 
power and stay there. A double-page picture spread, 
headed “The Sanctity of Treaties,” shows the forcible 
disarmament of Germany after the war. There are 
photographs of workmen wrecking German forts, of 
an artillery piece being cut up with oxygen torches, 
a German battleship reduced to gaunt steel ribs and 
scrap, a battered heap of dismantled airplanes, with 
Reich emblems showing conspicuously among the 
ruins. 

Is there a civilized people that would not be stirred 
by seeing such evidence of how its national posses- 
sions had been destroyed on order of other coun- 
tries? The propaganda would be meaningless, how- 
ever, if the other nations had similarly demolished 
their own weapons, or had taken any steps whatever 
to keep their arms-reduction promises. This they 
did not do. 

Hitler and his henchmen do not allow the Ger- 
mans to forget these historic facts. They play upon 
nationalistic feelings by such displays as this, and 
so win popular acclaim when they rebuild German 
armaments, occupy the Rhineland and otherwise 
menace the peace of Europe. Hitler is astute in 
getting the utmost value out of the propaganda ma- 
terial handed him gratis by the Allied blunders. 
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A CONTRASTING PROGRAM. 

One of the most penetrating statements about the 
campaign was made by John W. Owens, editor of the 
Baltimore Sun, in the Atlantic Monthly.. He said: 
“The choice will be between two Republicans. One 
will be a Norris-insurgent Republican, who happens 
to be an Eastern aristocrat and carries the banner of 
the Democratic party. The other will be a conserva- 
tive Republican, who will be a plain man from the 
Middle West, with something of the coloration of 
local progressivism.” 

As a contrast to this comparatively narrow choice, 
we print today under the cartoon a program of po- 
litical action drawn by three Democrats—Newton D. 
Baker, Lewis W. Douglas and Leo Wolman. This 
program draws its inspiration from the Jeffersonian 
philosophy of government. It is so strikingly differ- 
ent from anything that either major party will stand 
for this year as to seem a kind of political curiosity. 

As Arthur Krock writes in the New York Times, 
the Baker-Douglas-Wolman proposals “were written 
against a long future and on the background of an 
almost forgotten past.” 

Are they indeed a curiosity? Do they embody a 
course of action that conceivably would provide bet- 
ter remedies for our ills than those that have been 
tried since 1929? 

Or have we moved so far toward collectivism that 
we can never retreat in the direction of the classic 
simplicity of Jefferson?

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MOMENTOUS QUESTION AT CLEVELAND. 


A Blast at Both New Deal and Old 


Policies of present administration and its Republican predecessors have been reaction: 
ary and dangerous, say three Democrats: ex-Secretary of War, former Budget 
Director and economist; rule of each has fostered monopolies, built bureaucracy 
and caused extravagance, they declare; a platform suggested for political reform. 


From a Letter to the New York Times by Newton D. Baker, L. W. Douglas 
and Leo Wolman. 


To the Editor of the New York Times: 

T is the conviction of the signers of this 
Jrette that the course of national policy 

followed by this administration and by its 
Republican predecessors in the whole post- 
war period is profoundly reactionary, how- 
ever much its sponsors may imagine it to be 
enlightened and progressive, that it is jeo- 
pardizing the highest interests of the Amer- 
ican people, that it has marked a departure 
from the principles of American society. 

Because of this conviction, we venture to 
state our views. We are members of the 
Democratic party. We are not an organized 
political faction. We are not seeking to or- 
ganize such a faction. 

We believe that the time has come to chal- 
lenge the policies which, under the 12 years 
of Republican rule, fostered the growth of 
private monopolies and subsidized them by 
exclusive privileges of tariff protection. We 
challenge those policies which under three 
years of Democratic rule aimed to check, 
balance and. supplement these private mo- 
nopolies by state-created monopolies and to 
create new private monopolies based on 
more legal privileges and subsidies. 

We see perfectly well why, if certain fa- 
vored industrial interests are to enjoy 
privileges and immunities which enable 
them to exercise monopolistic or quasi-mo- 
nopolistic control in the markets for goods 
and for labor, then similar privileges and 
immunities must be extended to farm- 
ers, to wage earners and to other groups 
which press for subsidies and monopolistic 
control. We believe that this course, begun 
under the Republicans and continued under 
the Democrats, can lead only to the progres- 
sive impoverishment of the people and the 
destruction of their liberties, 

+ * a” 

This whole array of privileges is in the 
last analysis a system for restricting the 
production of wealth in order to provide 
monopolistic benefits for favored groups. By 
means of exclusive tariffs, by means of de- 
vices for limiting production and raising 
prices, the amount of wealth to be distrib- 
uted is reduced, monopoly is fostered, a pre- 
mium is put upon the less efficient use of 
the nation’s capital and its labor, a penalty 
is laid upon the free exchange of the most 
efficient work. However much particular 
interests may argue that they have benefit- 
ed by these privileges, the nation as a whole, 
we believe, is injured. 

Such powerful private’ monopolies, wheth- 
er in business, agriculture or labor, can be 
restrained and regulated only by an exces- 
sively powerful government. Evidence al- 
ready at hand demonstrates, we believe, that 
in order to have a government strong enough 
to cope with the great privileged interests 
which it has fostered, it becomes nece 
to delegate powers to a centralized bu- 
reaucracy—powers to legislate, to tax and to 
spend—over which neither Congress nor the 
voters can exercise an effective check. 

The record shows, too, we are convinced, 
that this enormous concentration of power 
in the hands of appointed officials cannot be 
exercised wisely, that it is beyond the ca- 
pacities of men to use that much power suc- 
cessfully. Thus the development of these 
powerful private vested interests on the one 


hand, and the creation of vast governmental 
powers on the other, have led to the arbi- 
trary behavior of bureaucracies which is 
bound to end in waste, confusion, loss of 
personal liberty and decay of self-reliance. 

We cannot subscribe to the view that the 
monopolistic tendencies, which had official 
sanction from 1920 to 1932, were conducive 
to prosperity, and we cannot subscribe to 
the view of those New Dealers who claim 
that their experiments in monopoly, restric- 
tion and centralized political power are in 
the interests of an abundant life. 

We believe that the New Era and the New 
Deal are two streams from the same source. 
The one fostered private monopoly in the 
name of national prosperity. The other has 
fostered state-controlled monopolies in the 
name of the national welfare. We believe 
that both are an aberratign from the basic 
principles upon which this nation has grown 
great and has remained free.

We believe, therefore, that any acceptable 
political program should include at least the 
following principles: 

1. The withdrawal, step by step, of the im- 
munities and privileges on which monopo- 
listic practices depend, with a view to the 
regulation of the economic order, not by the 
fiat of government, but by genuinely free 
bargains in an open market. 

2. The withdrawal from appointed offi- 
cials and the restoration to Congress of the 
power to make national laws governing the 
rights and duties of individuals; the with- 
drawal from the central Government and 
the return to the states and to local com- 
munities of responsibility for the regulation 
and relief of individuals, the Federal Gov- 
ernment temporarily to assist the states only 
when there ig exceptional need. 

3. The restoration of responsible govern- 
ment finance in the nation and in the states 
by reducing expenditures and by replacing 
taxes that are now largely indirect and in- 
visible with taxes that are direct, visible 
and levied as generally as possible in ac- 
cordance with the capacity to pay. 

4. The application of the principle that all 
officials, the Government as a whole and 
private business are under and not above 
the law, and that the lawfulness of any act 
of government or business may be tested by 
citizens before independent tribunals. 

We regard these four principles not mere- 
ly as basic but as indivisible. They do not 
exclude other principles aimed to protect 
human beings from exploitation either by 
private interests or the Government itself. 

The evils of bureaucracy, centralization 
and extravagant expenditures are a popular 
reaction to the evils of private privilege. 
They are abuses of public power resulting 
from abuses of private power, and only those 
who are prepared to deal with the causes 


.Can hope to deal with the consequences. 


"We believe that these principles are no 
more than a reaffirmation of the tradition 
which comes down to us from the begin- 
nings of the Republic and that in them are 
to be found the safeguards of our security 
and the guaranties of our freedom.

The vice-president, 
in other words, is picked for the 
purpose of winning that section of 
the country or that faction of the 
party which does not care much 

or the presidential candidate. 

O xow when the Landon people 
come to make their decision, they 
have, roughly speaking, three po- 
litical groups to consider. There 
are the Old Guard Republicans who 
are being displaced from the party 
leadership. There are the Progres- 
sive Republicans who left’ the 
party in 1932 and have not yet come 
back, and there are the anti-New 
Deal Democrats. The kind of man 
the Republicans pick for vice-presi- 
dent will give each of these groups 
its first and perhaps a more or 
less decisive impression of what the 
Landon candidacy means. 

As a matter of practical politics 
it may be said, § believe, that the 
Landon people have everything to 
le and nothing to gain by letting 
the Old Guard choose the vice-pres- 
ident. It may be a bit brutal to say 
so. but the fact is that the old- 

ne Republicans have to support 
van anyway. They have no- 

where else to go, and on the basic 
questions which interest them most, 
the budget, relief, expenditure, cen- 
tralized regulation. Gov. Landon 
is unmistakably more acceptable to 
them than President Roosevelt can 
ever be. 

The Governor's real concern, 
therefore, is with the Progressive 
Republicans and the anti-New Deal 
Democrats. Now it must be obvious 
anyone, that a campaign based 
Senator Steiwer’s keynote speech 
could make no appeal whatever-to 
either of these two bodies of voters. 
The Progressive Republicans would 
be bound to consider such a cam- 
paign as unqualifiedly reactionary. 
The anti-New Deal Democrats could 
take no interest in it. Many of 
them might refuse to vote for 
Roosevelt, many would probably 
quietly vote for Landon, But no 
Democrat who had any interest in 
principles could give active sup- 
port to a candidacy which reflected 
the spirit and the ideas of Senator 
Steiwer's speech. And yet if Gov. 
landon is to get anywhere, he must

help of the anti-New Deal Demo- 
crats. 

In analyzing his problem he 
might well begin by taking into ac- 
count actual situation which will 
confront him if he is elected. It is 
that throughout his term there will 
be a Democratic majority in the 
Senate. So come what may, Mr. 
Landon as President can do noth- 
ing except in co-operation with a 
substantial faction of the Demo- 
cratic party. Nothing he can pos- 
sibly do can alter that basic fact. 
There is no choice between another 
New Deal administration and a 
straight Republican administration. 
Because the Senate is sure to be 
Democratic for four years more, 
the choice is between a New Deal 
administration and a coalition of 
Landon Republicans and anti-New 
Deal Democrats. 

That being the unalterable situa- 
tion the question is whether Gov. 
Landon will recognize it in his plat- 
form and in his choice of the Vice- 
President. The question is whether 
he will begin at once to seek the 
co-operation of the Democrats who 
must work with him if he is to be 
elected and if he is to administer 
the Government after he is elected. 
It would seem that the effective 
thing to do is to base his important 
decisions on this real and controll- 
ing fact, frankly recognizing the 
extraordinary situation of his party 
and of his candidacy. 

To find a basis of co-operation he 
must obviously begin by writing a 
platform on which a self-respecting 
anti-New Deal Democrat could ac- 
cept a nomination for Vice-Presi- 
dent. The crucial issue will be the 
tariff. Let no one deceive him- 
self; the more thoroughgoing the 
dislike of Democrats for the New 
Deal philosophy, the more convinced 
is their approval of the purposes of 
Secretary Hull's tariff treaties and 
the more deep their opposition to 
the orthodox Republican tariff sys- 
tem. An old-fashioned tariff decla- 
ration will make impossible any 
substantial active and open co-op- 
eration between Gov. Landon and 
the anti-New Deal Democrats. 

It is therefore as important for 
him to satisfy those Democrats on 
the tariff as it is to satisfy Sena- 
tor Borah on the currency and 
monopoly. Gov. Landon will be in 
the most favorable fighting posi- 
tion, given the situation he faces, 
if he has a platform and a vice- 
presidential candidate who together 
make it clear that the new leader- 
ship of the party has cut itself away 
from the exclusive tariffs and the 
private monopolies of the era be- 
fore 1929. In short, Gov. Landon 
needs a platform on which a Dem- 
ocrat could run. Having got it, he 
will need a_ vice-president who, 
whether or not he is a Democrat, 
gives substance to the words of that 
platform. For after the Steiwer 
speech it is going to take some very 
substantial evidence to persuade 
many Democrats that the G. O. P. 
has really learned anything since

Purchases Picture of Christ and 
Pilate by Sixteenth Century

A recently discovered painting by | 
Titian, depicting Christ and Pon- 
tius Pilate before the mob which 
cried “Crucify Him!” has been pur- 
chased by City Art Museum in For- 
est Park. 

The painting, one of the most im- 
portant acquired by the museum in 
recent years, was found in posses- 
sion of an English family where it 
had passed unnoticed for many 
years. It is one of the later works 
of the great Italian master who 
died in 1576, nearly a centenarian. 

Christ and Pilate are shown on 
the balcony of the Roman Govern- 
or’s palace. Crowned with thorns, 
too spent and weary to face the 
jeers of the mob, Christ stands in 
the relaxed attitude of resignation, 
His eyes cast down. A broken staff 
is held in His bound hands. 

To the right, Pilate, in the rich 
robes of his office, stands with the 
palm of one hand extended. This 
gesture, and the expression of mild 
disapproval on the fleshy, worldly 
face of the Governor, suggests his 
distaste for the fury of the mob. 

On the left there appears the leer- 
ing face of a youth holding the 
thongs that bind the hands of 
Christ. His fe is turned toward 
the mob, and his hand seems to 
point at the weary figure of the 
condemned Christ. 

Origin of Painting. 

The subject is one Titian was pre- 
sumed to have painted because of 
adaptations or copies known to 
have been made by his followers, 
such as “Ecce Homo” of the Prado, 
Madrid, and paintings of the same 
subject in the Dresden Gallery and 
in Hampton Court, London. 

When the museum’s painting was 
discovered, and generally acknowl- 
edged as a work of the master, it 


| Was included in the Titian exhibi- 


tion held in Venice last summer. 
Experts who have passed on the 
painting include Tancred Borenius, 
George Gronau, August L. Mayer, 
Wilhelm Suida, and Lionello Ven- 
turi. 

Titian in his last years, after a 
long and prosperous life as a paint- 
er of the luxuries of the courts of 
Europe, seems to have felt that he 
had outlived the things that made 
life significant in its physical as- 
pect, and to have occupied himself, 
as in this painting, with the inex- 
plicable mysteries of suffering, evil 
and death. 

Significance of Picture. 

There are those who see in the 
museum’s newly acquired painting 
not so much an illustration of a 
tragic moment in the passion of 
Christ as a depiction of the bitter 
helplessness of a sensitive spirit at 
the mercy of wealth, material pride, 
and the callousness of youth. 

The painting, which has been giv- 
en the title “Christ Shown to the 
People,” is hung in the small alcove 
just left of the main entrance to 
the museum. It was bought for 
$40,000 from Arnold Seligmann, Rey 
& Co. of New York and is the first 
Titian to be acqiured by the muse- 
um.

ROOSEVELT PAYS 
TRIBUTE TO TEXAS 
FIGHTING PIONEERS 


Continued From Page One. 
San Jacinto, Travis, Bowie and 
Crockett, with 178 men, died in the 
cause of Texas independence. En 
route to Dallas tonight, the Presi- 
dent will make a brief rear plat- 
form speech at Austin and then 
make a teisurely run for the Cen- 
tennial center, arriving in Dallas 
tomorrow morning. His speech 
there is scheduled for 10:30 a. m. 

Text of the Address. 

The text of the President’s San 
Jacinto address follows: 

“There are but few spots in the 
United States which have witnessed 
events equal in significance to that 
which took place at San Jacinto. 
Here a century ago was a great 
frontier of our civilization. On the 
2ist day of April, 1836, Gen. Hous- 
ton and the small body of less than 
800 men under his command held 
in large measure in their keeping 
the future of our country as it is 
constituted today. 

“The patriots whose memories 
we are honoring today were vic- 
torious in the same spirit that fired 
the colonists of 1776. I like to think 
of Gen. Houston sending Deaf 
Smith back to destroy Vince’s 
bridge, over which he had brought 
his army, so that neither reinforce- 
ments nor retreat were a possibil- 
ity. 

“Most of these men had come 
across the Alleghanies or from the 
settlements of Kentucky and Ten- 
nessee and Missouri into that vast 
virgin territory over which our now 
friendly neighbors, south of the Rio 
Grande, then held sway. The spir- 
it of independence lived in the air. 
Veterans of Concord and Lexing- 
ton, of Saratoga and of Yorktown, 

still lived; the acquisition of the 
Louisiana Territory and the Sec- 
ond War for Independence were 
events of recent history; and, be

Willing to Face Dangers. 

“Venturous spirits were willing to 
meet the difficulties and dangers 
that came with carrying the civili- 
zation of the East into the further 
West—the land of unlimited prom- 
ise. They were willing to comply 
with all the conditions required by 
the Mexican Government when it 
gave to Stephen F. Austin permis- 
sion to settle colonies in Texas and 
to grant to each settler a tract of 
land. 

“They rebelled, however, when 
their civil liberties were restricted, 
when trial by jury and public edu- 
cation for their children were tak- 
en away; but they did this, I am 
glad to say, only after a prolonged 
effort on their part to have Mexi- 
co modify this decision had failed. 
These efforts included two conven- 
tions, one in 1832 and one in 1833, 
and another trip by Stephen Aus- 
tin to the Mexican capitol to plead 
the cause of the Texas colonists. I 
am glad that participating in these 
conventions and in these pleas 
were Mexicans living in this ter- 
ritory; the first convention, indeed, 
appointed Rafael Manchola, a 
Mexican of Goliad, as a delegate 
to carry its petitions to Saltillo. 

“And so, when all else failed, the 
Texas declaration of independence, 
signed at Washington-on-the-Bra- 
zos, March 2, 1836, was as natural 
and inevitable a consequence as 
the earlier declaration at Phila- 
delphia on July 4, 1776. 

Fall of the Alamo. 

“Such action could mean nothing 
short of a resort to arms, and the 
fall of the Alamo and the massacre 
at Goliad soon followed. Those 
were discouraging days for the 
Texans. The army of independence 
under Gen. Houston could not im- 


} mediately engage Gen. Santa Anna, 


with his superiority in numbers 
and equipment. Delay and retreat 
were necessary, and Houston’s sa- 
gacity in biding his time, notwith- 
standing criticism and opposition 
in his own camp, was rewarded 
at last here at San Jacinto. The 
story of the conflict on this field 


has often been told. When the day 


was ended victory was overwhelm- 
ing—Texas had won. 

“The vast territory first set up 
as the Lone Star Republic, and 
later admitted to the Union as the 
Lone Star State, has contributed 
generously in its sons and in its 
resources to the development of our 
nation in these hundred years. San 
Jacinto opened another gateway 
for the westward sweep of the 
American people across the plains 
and the mountains to the shores of 
the Pacific. 

“It is easy, therefore, to share 
with you the pride which you take 
in San Jacinto—to share with you 
the fine thought of dedicating this 
field as one of the historic shrines 
of America. 

Heroes Set an Example. 

“We as a nation desire no 
further expansion. The _ establish- 
ment of Texas, made possible at 
this spot by Sam Houston’s men, 
seems to have been justified by 
the natural colonization of later 
years. But these heroes gave us 
more than territory—they set an 
example which in itself is a glori- 
ous heritage, a just cause for state 
and national commemoration. 

“It is a great personal satisfac- 
tion to me to come here, and it 
iS a special pleasure ta meet Mr. 
Andrew Jackson Houston. 

“What a splendid combination of 
names! Though you are many, 


Many years my senior, I am proud 


to know that my father knew your 
father. I shall always remember, 
when I was a boy, how my father 
used often to tell me that, when he

I 
have been glad to revisit your 
beautiful city of Houston. Typical 
of American enterprise, you have 
brought the commerce of the world 
to your door by the ship canal 
through which I have recently 
passed. 

“And, too, I have seen a glimpse 
of the future, for I have in my of- 
fice at-the White House a model of 
the beautiful memorial you are to 
erect here as an everlasting re- 
minder of the bravery of Sam Hous- 
ton and his men. 

“Men fought here for principles 
they loved more dearly than their 
own lives. Liberty-loving people 
will always do battle for principle 
they believe to be right. Civiliza- 
tion, alas, has not yet made it un- 
necessary for men to die in battle 
to sustain principle. It is, however, 
my hope that in this generation the 
United States, by its own example, 
can maintain and help to maintain 
principles, by means of peace rather 
than by means of war. 

“The pioneers and the liberators 
of Texas, looking down on us to- 
day, would, I am certain, say amen 
to that.”

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AVOID BAD KITCHEN 
HABITS IN ROUTINE 


Scrub Coffee Pot Instead of 
Rinsing It If You Want 
Good Coffee. 


Have you ever stopped to con- 
sider what an important part 
habits play in our daily lives? 
Webster defines habit as “an apti- 
tude or inclination acquired by 
repetition and marked by facility 
of performance or decreased power 
of resistance.” 

Unfortunately, it is just as easy 
to fall victim to bad habits as it 
is to develop good ones. In fact, 
we do many things in our daily 
lives which we may not consider 
as being habits, but if we should 
suddenly change our mode of liv- 
ing we would be very conscious of 
them, though our lack of not doing 
these things in the accustomed 
manner. 

Such simple habits as arising on 
time, getting the children off to 
school, and the head of the family 
to work are habits which we may 
acquire, just as easily as corre- 
sponding bad ones. But now let’s 
mention certain habits with which 
every housewife is familiar in her 
everyday household activities, 

Scrub Coffee Pot. 

One bad habit to which she is 
very apt to fall victim, is that of 
just rinsing out the coffee pot each 
time it is used instead of giving 
it a good thorough scrubbing, such 
as it rightfully deserves. Perhaps 
you may not be guilty of this par- 
ticular habit, but surely you have 
seen it occur many times; a coffee 
pot liberally gummed up _ with 
grounds and drippings, and receiv- 
ing only a casual rinsing under the 
hot-water faucet and set up to dry 
without benefit of a thorough 
washing. 

If you have been of the opinion 
that it doesn’t make any differ- 
ence in the taste of your next pot 
of coffee, you should immediately 
change your mind, because it does. 
It gives that breakfast cup, as one 
well-known food authority recently 
expressed it, “a flavor strangely 
reminiscent of old shoe leather.” 

You might just as well begin now 
to cultivate the proper habit of 
cleaning your coffee pot. Wash it 
in good old soap and water each 
time it is used, and then scald it 
out afterward. Be sure and dry it 
yourself instead of letting nature 
do the job for you. 

In addition to scrubbing your 
coffee pot regularly with soap and 
water, many housewives also boil 
fresh water in it once a week, add- 
ing one or two _ teaspoonfuls of 
baking soda. The alkali action of 
the soda will thoroughly cleanse the 
coffee pot and make it sweet and 
clean. 

Try this method religiously for 
one week and you will soon dis- 
cover that you have added one 
more good habit to your present list 
and as a reward for your good deed 
you will soon discover a decided 
improvement in the flavor of your 
coffee. 


HUNGARIAN GOULASH 


One-half pound veal, 

One-half pound beef. 

One-half pound pork. 

Two pig kidneys.

Jelly time ig here, along with 
June brides and salad days, the 
time of refreshing drinks and quick 
picnic meals. This is a good time 
to begin putting away some of these 
perfect jewel tone jellies against 
next winter's need. And think of 


all the fun you can have going to 
your storage cellar and gloating 


over rows and rows of labeled jams, 
jellies, conserves and marmalades! 
Cooking Is Simple. 

Cooking jelly is rather simple 
though it does take time. This is 
why a small quantity should be 
prepared at a time for best results. 
The fruit should be washed and 
cut. Berries should be crushed. 
Enough water should be added to 
cover hard fruits. Berries such as 
currants and grapes need only 
enough water to start them cook- 
ing. Drip the juice through a jelly 
bag. 

For good jelly results there must 
be enough acid and pectin in the 
fruit. The lack can be remedied 
by adding commercial pectin or ap- 
ple juice, Lemon juice rectifies 
the lack of acid. The only test for 
lack of acid ig the taste test. To 
test for pectin add one teaspoon 
grain alcohol to one _ teaspoon 
cooked fruit juice and stir slowly. 
Juice rieh in pectin will form a 
large mass of gelatinous material 
whereas juice poor in pectin will 
form flaky pieces of sediment. 

The amount of sugar necessary 
varies. For juices rich in pectin 
use three-fourths cup sugar to one 


of juice. For juices poor in pectin, 
use only one-half cup sugar. A 
good jelly should be clear, retain its 
shape when turned out and be 
tender. 

Lemon and Blackberry Jelly. 

Six lemons. 

Two oranges. 

Eight cups blackberries. 

Sugar. 

With a sharp knife remove the 
thin yellow skin from lemons and 
oranges and discard. Squeeze out 
the juice, put remaining thick white 
part through the food chopper or 
cut into fine pieces. Add four cups 
of water to juice and pulp and boil 
for five minutes. Let stand over- 
night. Next day heat to the boil- 
ing point and add blackberries well 
washed. Boil again until juice is all 
extracted from berries and drain 
in a jelly bag. To each cup of 
juice add one and one-fourth cups 
sugar. Boil rapidly for 20 or 25 
minutes or until the mixture sheets 
from the spoon. Pour inte glasses 
and geal with paraffin when cool, 

Melon Rind Preserve, 

Take the rind of watermelon and 
cut into small pieces. Soak in mild 
salt water over night. Drain, soak 
in fresh water for two hours and 
drain. Have ready a heavy syrup 
made by_cooking together equal 
parts of sugar and water. Add two 
sliced lemons and the watermelon 
rind and cook until clear. 
sterilized jars and seal. 

Cherry and Currant Marmalade. 

Two quarts pitted cherries. 

One to three quarts currants. 

One pound sugar for each pound 
of fruit. 

Wash the currants, drain and re- 
move the stems, Crush a few cur- 
rants and put them in the bottom 
of the preserving kettle. Arrange 
the fruit and the sugar in alternate 
layers on top of them and let them 
stand overnight. Cook the mixture 
slowly, stirring until the sugar is 
dissolved and the mixture thickens. 
When partly cool, pour the marma- 
lade into containers and geal them. 

When you entertain, an unusual 
conserve will do much to make the 
all-important meat course a suc- 
cess.

nowadays, on the up-to-date com- 
mercial poultry farms the hens get 
cod-liver oil as regularly as if they 
were children. The cod-liver oil is 
mixed with their “mash,” in pre- 
scribed amounts. According to 
scientists of the Bureau of Animal 
Industry, hens need vitamin D for 
good laying capacity, and they got 
this vitamin both from sunshine 
and from cold-liver oil. At the same 
time, the cod-liver oil in the hens’ 
feed, and the sunshine they get, in- 
crease the vitamin D content of 
the eggs, which is important es- 
pecially in the diet of children. 


Eggs, however, are one of the 
foods that are nearly always 
cooked, either for themselves alone 
or in “made dishes” with other 
foods. And their characteristics are 
so different in many ways, their 
uses sO numerous and varied, that 
egg cookery is almost an art in it- 
self. Eggs are used to add food 
value to other dishes, to enrich 
the flavor and to change the tex- 
ture and appearance. They thicken 
Sauces and custards, they lighten 
quick breads and cakes, the whites 
give delicacy to frostings and can- 
dies, and are made into meringues. 
In fact, any cook feels seriously 
handicapped if she doesn’t have 
eggs to cook with. But she does 
have to know how to use them.

HE first principle of egg cook- 

ery, as in cooking other protein 

foods, says the Bureau of Home 
Economics of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture, is to use 
as little heat as possible. The egg 
proteins begin to coagulate as soon 
as heated, even a little, and they 
harden with too much heat. So 
the rule for cooking eggs is sim- 
mering temperature, not boiling, if 
they are cooked in water, For 
poaching, break the eggs into boil- 
ing salted water to cover, in a 
shallow pan, then turn off the heat 
or set the pan off the fire—but 
covef it and let it stand until the 
eggs are delicately firm, or soft- 
cooked, Eggs cooked in the shells 
are best if started in cold water to 
cover, and heated to the simmer- 
ing point, then allowed to stand 
covered for a few minutes, and tak- 
en off the fire. Or they can be 
dropped into boiling water, cov- 
ered, and removed from the heat 
to stand for a few minutes, as in 
poaching. 

When it comes to omelets, there 
are many variations. The simplest 
is the French, or flat omelet, which 
consists of eggs, a little milk or 
water, and seasonings as desired. 
The eggs are beaten, white and 
yolk together, until well mixed, 
then cooked on top of the stove 
over low heat to a jelly-like con- 
sistency. Scrambled eggs are this 
same mixture stirred while cook- 
ing. 

A fluffy omelet is made by sep- 
arating the yolks and whites, add- 
ing milk or water and seasoning 
to the yolks, beating the whites to 
a stiff foam, and folding this foam 
into the yolk mixture. In all these 
cases the liquid, milk or water, is 
added so the eggs will stand more 
heat before coagulating, and so 
that the proteins, when cooked, 
will be more tender. But omelets 
of any kind should cook slowly to 
allow them to “set” without “fall- 
ing,” and they should be served 
immediately and on a hot plate. 

MONG the omelet variations is 
A tne “white-sauce omelet,” which 

consists of white sauce—about 
one-quarter cup to each egg—com- 
bined with the yolks and the well- 
beaten whites folded in. This makes 
a tender omelet and calls for few- 
er eggs than does the plain or fluf- 
fy omelet. 

Souffles, as they are called when 
flavored with vegetables, ground 
meats, flaked fish, or grated cheese, 
and with some fruits, are white- 
Sauce omelets baked. Or they may 
be thickened with bread crumbs in- 
stead of white sauce, depending 
upon the consistency of the vege- 
| table or other flavoring. 
| Fruit whips may be made with 
_ the whole eggs, but if the fruit pulp 


|is thick—as in prune or apricot 
_whip—only the beaten ege white 
is used. The fruit is heated to dis- 
solve the added sugar, and while 
hot is combined with the egg white, 
gthus cooking the latter a little. If 
the whip is baked, the oven should | 
| be very low, and the dish should 
be in a pan of water.

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Discoveries 
In Functions 


Of the Glands 


Some Phases of Studies Im- 
portant to Disorders of 
Childhood.

NE of the two or three most 
() active fie'ds of medical research 
today is that of the functions 
and diseases of the ductless glands. 
It is important, then, when the emi- 
nent director of 
neuro - endocrine 
research at Har- 
vard, Dr. R. G 
Hoskins, summar- 
izes the progress 
that has recently 
been made. (Jour. 
nal of the Ameri 
can Medical As 
sociation.) 

The particular 
phase of the sub 
ject that Dr. Hos- 
kins emphasizes 
is the possibility 
of progress in 
the field of dis- 
orders of child- . 
hood and infancy. The growth and 
development of children is largely 
controlled by these ductless glands 
—the thyroid gland, the pituitary 
gland, in the brain, the adrenal 
gland, and perhaps most especially 
by the one named the “thymus 
gland,” in the chest. 


This thymus gland is the only 


one which disappears normally at 
a certain time of life.» The sex 
glands atrophy after middle age, 
but not so completely as the thy- 
mus. During childhood the thymus 
is a large mass of whitish tissue in 
the chest, but as soon as growth 
is complete, at about the age of 15, 
it disappears. It has been possible 
to isolate an extract of the thymus, 
which, in animals, produces an 
astonishing stimulation of infant 
development. Asher has recently 
reported the discovery of a thymic 
extract that does directly promote 
development. “Hence,” writes Dr. 
Hoskins, “there may soon be availl- 
able a valuable medicament for use

in cases of delayed development in 


children.” 
| other influence on the develop- 

ment of the child—particularly 
the mental development. Most phy- 
sicians recognize the classic fully 
developed case of thyroid deficiency 
in infancy—those cases known as 
“cretinism.” But there are many 
with less fully developed manifes- 
tations, and these are equally re- 
sponsive to treatment by thyroid 
gland extract. Such are moderate 
or slight delay in growth, dry and 
brittle hair, delay in teething and 
skeletal development, poor nutri- 
tion and sluggish functions of -the 
skin, with failure to respond to 
dietary management. 


Still another development which 
may prove of great help to. the 
children’s doctors is the discovery 
of a substance from the pituitary 
gland which will stimulate the flow 
of milk. ,It does even more than 
this: it seems to stimulate even 
the maternal instincts, because un- 
der its influence virgin rats have 
been known to adopt and mother in- 
fant rats and mice, and even squabs 
and little rabbits. 

Perhaps the time is not far dis 
tant when, if necessary, you can 
send Johnny down to the drug store 
and tell him to bring back two bits 
worth of mother love.

One day, while reading a book by 
Frederick Myers, she hit upon a 
sentence which divided her life in 
two. Or rather, the sentence hit 
her, waked her up, changed what 
she calls the will to fail into the 
will to win. It made life new, vivid, 
and set it singing. 


She does not tell us what the sen- | 
tence said. Ner does it matter: it) 


was the word she needed — the 
magic formula to touch off the 
pent-up, unused, ununified power 
in her soul and set it free. 


When she picked up the book, 
life was unsatisfactory if not a fail- 
ure, when she laid it down she was 
a different person, and since that 
hour she has been able to do what 
she could not do before. 

She learned to “act as if it were 
impossible to fail’; not simply wish, 
or will, or dream, but act. Life 
clicked together—no more hesita- 
tion, no more excuses, no more hid- 
ing from her own failure. 

The late William Stead, who went 
down on the Titanic, told of a simi- 
lar experience. As a youth he was 
aimless and without purpose, not 
knowing what to do until he read 
in a poem by Lowell: 


“God bends from out the deep and 
says, 

‘I gave thee the great gift of life; 
Wast thou not called in many ways? 
Are not my earth and heaven at 

strife?’ ” 


Never had he thought of the 
wrongs of the world as a call to 
use his powers to set them right. 
“That poem changed my life,” he 
said afterward; as Homer woke 
Shelley, and Shelley woke Brown- 
ing. 

What a gallant, brilliant, useful 
life he lived, too. Not all of us may 
find such a touch-the-button form- 
ula. We may even distrust such an 
experience, but it is a great day 
when we wake up to life.
